May it please tour Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to your Excellency this the 
Twentieth Annual Report of our proceedings, under the Acts m 
force for the Relief of the destitute Poor in Ireland. 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
returns in previous Annual Reports, a summary of weekly re- 
turns of persons relieved in the workliouse and out of mie work- 
house for fifty-two weeks, from the week ended 24*th February, 
18G6, to the week ended IGth February, 1867, both incl^usive , 
and we repeat, in illustration of these and former returns, the two 
in-door and out-door relief diagrams,’^ each with an additional line 
for the last year, so as to afford a comparison, of the fluctuations 
which have occurred in each year for eight years past, commencing 
with 1859-CO, the most favourable year which has occurred since 
the period of the famine.

3. The average daily number of inmates shows a decrease ; 
and we had hoped at the date of our last Annual Report, that 
the giudual decrease of pauperism in the- workhouses since the 
year 1863 would be continued throughout the succeeding series of 
fifty-two weeks for 18G6-67. That period, however, proved to 
be one of an eventful character, having been marked in the first 
place by atlneatened invasion of the cattle-plague ; secondly by an 
actual visitation of cholera ; and finally, by the Fenian movement. 

The succeeding winter was also one of extreme seveiity, and 
has been protracted to an unusual date, the whole face of the 
country being, at the time of writing this Repoi’t, covered with 
snow. A great part also of the period under consideration has 
been veiy rainy and tempestuous, creating, in addition to the 
usual amount of febrile complaints, an extraordinary amoxmt of 
sickness and mortality by bronchitis and other diseases of the 
respiratoiy organs. Persons acquainted with the interior of Irish 
workhouses, and the description of cases admitted there, wiU 
easily understand that an increased number of admissions must 
take place during-^a season of the character described. It is per- 
haps the best proof of the value of the Irish system of poor-daw 
relief, that the numbers in the workhouses fluctuate from time 
to time in almost exact accordance with the character of the 
seasons. 

4. To the above causes must he added the decrease of employ- 
ment and wages, ailsing from the languid state of trade dunng 
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the finaiiciiil crisis, so far as the same may have aiiected the towns 
and villao-es of Ireland. On the other hand, agricultural enterprise 
was stinmlated by the prospect of good prices, and the result of 
the harvest was such as to prove remunerative ; and in no recent 
year has the payment of rent and taxes by the tenantry been 
made with more promptitude and cheerfulness. The increase of 
])iuiperi.sm, therefore, under the circumstances described, must not 
be received as any positive indication of a general decrea.se of 
prosperity. 

5. From the tables exhibiting the weekly scries of the numbers 
and classe.s receiving in-door and out-door relief respectively, and 
from the two diagrams which illustrate the fluctuations, it will he 
seen that it was not until the first week in the month of January, 
1867, that the number of inmates rose above the number at the 
con-esponding week of the preceding year. From that time the 
difference between the two years continued to increase up to the 
second week in February, 18G7. The excess on the IGth Feb- 
ruaiy, the last week of the series, was 1,3GS — the difference 
between 57,307 in 1SG6, and 58,075 in 1807. We are enabled at 
this time to report that in the second week of March, which is not 
in the series illustrated by the diagram, the number of workhouse 
inmates, after a short period of fine weather, went below the 
number in the same week of 1866 ; but on the subsequent return 
of winter, the number again rose above the line of last year, and 
on the 23rd March amounted to 59,111, or 2,659 in excess of the 
number in the same week of 1866. 

6. As observed in former reports, the series of weekly out-door 
rehef returns does not fluctuate in the same manner as the in- 
door series, and cannot be relied on always as indicating the 
comparative prevalence of distress or prosperity, sickness or 
health, among the working classes. The continuous and perma- 
nent increase of the numbers of out-door poor during the eight 
successive years on the diagram, shows a progressive change of 
opinion at the Boards of Guardians, and the gradual weakening 
of the ' prejudice, if it may be so called, against the allowance of 
out-door relief in certain appropriate, but exceptional, case.s ; and 
results in some measure also from a more liberal exercise of the 
provisional powers of the Believing Officers, with le.ss restraint 
fr’om the Boards of Guardians than foimerly. In the few weeks 
of severe frost which followed the last week in December’, the 
weeklj' out-door relief returns rose from 12,712 to 18,816 ; 
and on the return of more genial weather they experienced a 
decline to 15,616 on the 9th of Mai'oh. At the present date they 
are in excess of the corresponding period of last year' by no less 
than 4,42.3 — ^the difference between 13,144 in 18CC, and 17,567 
hr 1867. 

7. Beverting from the diagrams to the classes in the table given 
in the first paragraph, the most interesting points for comparison 
of the past with the preceding year appear' to he the following. 
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Nmnht'rs reccining Relii‘f. 



Tlie number of able-bodied inmates in the first week of Jamiaiy. 
1806, was 9,795, comprising 2,901 males and 6,894 females; and 
in the same week of 1867 they were 10,243, comprising 3,015 
males and 7,228 females. 

The number of healthy children in January, 1867, was 15,791, 
compared with 15,494 in 1866. 

The fever patients in the fii'st week of 1866, were 1,.504, in 
comparison with 1,089 in the same week of 1867. 

The total number of sick in hospital in the first week of 186G 
was 17,645, and in the same week of the present year, 17,205. 

The weeldy rate of mortality in the first week of 1866 was 
4’5 per 1,000, and in 1867 at the same date was 5'3. 

The paying patients, including Constabulary, in 1SC6 were 
101, and at the same date in 1867 they were 132. 

The number of blind and dea.f-and-dmnb inmates in 1866 was 
201 of the foiinei’, and 150 of the latter, and in 1867, 205 and 
1 36 respectively. 

The number of orphan and do.serted oliildi'en out at nurse in 
JariUiiry, 1866, was 475; and in 1867, at the same date, 590. In 
connexion with this subject it is our duty to state that the 
Board of Guardians of each of the llublin Unions, to which a 
great part of the eases of childi'en out at nm-so belong, have, after 
three years’ experience of the working of the enactment, ex- 
pressed a wish that the law should be amended, .so as to admit 
of the children being kept at niu'se until the age of twelve years, 
instead of being required to return to the workhouse when five 
years old. We are disposed to think that a term of eight years, 
not dependent on the child’s state of health or the consent of the 
Commissioners, would be a more suitable limit, the childi'en 
becoming nsefol at that ago to the persona with whom they are 
domiciled, and therefore in most cases not likely to return to the 
workhouse on the withdrawal of the annual allowance. 

8. Looking at the twelfth column of the same table in successive 
Reports it wlU be seen that, in January of the yeai' 1864, the 
average iveekly cost of maintenance in the workliouses in Ireland, 
exclusive of clothing, wa.s 2s. ; in the same column in 1865 it 
was 2s. 0|d. ; in 1866 it was 2s. 2cZ. ; and in 1867 it was 2s. 5|d. 
The continuou.s rise in the cost of provisions indicated by these 
comparisons, together with some improvements in the dietaries, 
has occasioned a material part of the increase of the relief ex- 
lienditure, which will be noticed in a subsequent paragraph.

This table, compared with that of last year, gives some results 
which deserve notice. 

The total number of death.s in the workhouses is 12,582, in 
comparison mth 11,622 in the corresponding hfty-two weeks of 
last year, or an increase of 960. But tliis diflerence is little 
more than the difference between the eight weeks ended 10th 
Februaay, 1866, and the eight weeks ended 9th February, 1867, 
that is to say 900 deaths — an increase no doubt attributable to 
the excessive severity of the winter season of 1867. It will after- 
wards appear that the deaths to 29th September, 1866, were 
fewer than in the previous year. 

•The deaths by fever in the workhouse fever hospitals have 
been only 981, as compared with 1,258 last year ; and those by 
scailatina only 70, in comparison with 134 in last yem*. 

10. "We have once more evidence in tliis table of that great 
diminution of mortality by small-pox which was dwelt on in the 
last Keport, as a conseq^uence of the very successfui operation of 
the Compulsory Yaccination Act of 1863. In the fifty-two weeks 
of the period it will he seen that only 9 deaths took place from 
sinall-pox in the workhouse hospitals of Ireland, in comparison 
with 59 in the corresponding period of last year. In a like period 
in 1865 the number of deaths by small-pox in workhouse hos- 
pitals was 145 so that, from, the time of the firsh oj^eration of 
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Emiijratiaii. 



that Act the decline of amall-pox, as treated in the workhouse 
fever hospitals has been both remarkable and continuous. A 
further eoufii-mation of this view will be found in the Dispen,sary 
Statistics in the Medical Charities branch of this Keport, show- 
ing a reduction of oases of small-pox throughout Ireland from 
2,000, the number which ooeurred last year, to 75D. 

The only part of Ireland for which the Registrar-General’s 
returns furnish a means of comparison is the Dublin registration 
di.striot (population 314,409), and in this district it appear.s that 
the deaths by .siuaU-pox in lifty-two weeks, ending 2Srd March, 
1SG5 were 48; while in the corresponding fifty-two weeks ending 
23rd March, 1SG7, they were 23. In the course of the last seven- 
teen weeks only two cases of death by small-pox have been 
registered, and the city of Dublin and suburbs may be said to 
have been for a whole year" free from small-pox, except in two 
localities, viz., the Elackball-street district, on the north side, and 
the Meath-street district on the south side of the river. 

11. The amount of assistance afforded, with our consent, 
from the poor-rates, to enable emigrants to proceed to the 
Colonies or elsewhere, usually to join friends already settled, 
lias been less in the last fifty-two weeks than in the fifty-two 
weeks preceding, as wdl ho seen from the series of years in the 
subjoined table, continued from last Report, which shows 
that only £2,023 has been expended in assisting the emigi-ation 
of 763 persons, in comparison with the sum of £3,425 and 1,120 
persons last year.

In. RTien, in the spring of the year 1866, the cattle plagpie was 
expected to vi.$it Ireland, it was very satisfactory to us to be made 
instrumentidinpi’o viding afund beforehand from Nationalresources 
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to be placed at the disposal of the Executive Gi.ivermiieut, for the 
purpose of immediately stamping out the plague in whatever 
part of the country it might first show itself ; and at the same 
time for compensating the owners of such cattle as might, with 
this mew, be directed by authority to be slaughtered.* 

This fund was created in pursuance of the .statute 29th Vic., 
cap. by ail order under our liand.s and seal of the date 27th 
April,” ld66, asse.ssing on eacli union in Ireland a sum equivalent 
to one farthing in the pound on the rateable property therein, not 
to he raised by special rate, hut to he paid over from the money 
in the hands of the Union Treasurer to an account in the Bank 
of Ireland and charged to the electoral divisioms of each union, in 
the proportion of their net annual values respectively, jireoisely 
as any other item of expenditure chargeable to the union at large. 

The contribution thu.s required from each of the 1 03 Unions 
was sent forward without objection or eoinplaint in^ any quarter, 
and amounted, in the whole, to a sum of £1. 3,471'. The establish- 
ment of this fund at once restored confidence to the public mind, 
and its prompt application by the Government to the few eases 
of cattle plague which afterwards appeared in Ireland, was shortly 
followed by the total disappearance of that pestilence fi'om the 
countrv. Thi.s exceptional item of expenditure is nearly aU 
included in the accounts of the half year ended 20th September, 
186G. 

13. Another source of additional expenditure from the poor- 
rates has been created by the passing of the “ Sanitary Act, 
18G6,” imposing on the Guardians in all places not under the 
control of a immicipal body, the duty of attending to the improye- 
menf of the sewerage and the removal of nuisances, in addition 
to that of providing special remedial ineasnres and preventing 
the spread of contagion during the prevalence of epidemic 
disease. We have caused copie, s of this Act, and of all Acts or 
parts of Acts iircorporated with it, to be printed in one volume, 
with a copious Index for the use of the Boards of Guardians of 
Unions, and Committees of Managerneirt of I)ispeir,sary Districts, 
and have issued fi’om time to time circulars of instruction relating 
to the new duties imposed upon those bodies respectively, llrese 
circularrs, together with the orders under seal, issued under the 
provisions of the Sarritary Act. will be found in the Appendix. 

I'l. Simultaneously with the passing of this Act, Asiatic 
Cholera', which had been for some time previously raging in 
London and Liverpool, made its first appearance in Dublin, and 
in other pai'ts of Ireland ; and a full description of its career, and 
of the measures adopted to meet it, will he found in the Medical 
Charities branch of this Report, It was not difficult under these 
circumstances, to awaken the Boar'ds of Guardians to a sense of 
the important chai'acter of their new functions under the Sanitary 
Act ; and upon the whole, a very commendable degree of activity 
has been shown, and many operations conducive to the health 
of the community have been undertaken and carried out. Similar 
activity, we believe, has been shown in the large citie.s and towms

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■which are under the government of Town Councils ; hut in the 
smaller class of towns, which are under the control of Town Com- 
missioners, and over which, therefore, the Boards of Guardians pos- 
sess no power, either as Sewer or Nuisance authority, we apprehend 
toere has been, and still exists, in many cases, neglect; the To-wn 
Commi^ioners being reluctant to add to the taxation already 
requii-ed for pa-ying, lighting, and other like purposes. We think 
it would be very desirable to enable the municipal bodies of the 
downs last mentioned to transfer them sanitary functions, as they 
have m more than one case expressed their wish to do, to the 
xsoards^ of Guardians of the Unions in whicli such Towns are 
respectively situated. 

15. The new expenditui'e under the Sanitary Act, and the 
attendant on the invasion of cholera commenced so 
shortl}^ before the expiration of the Union financial year, that a 
veiy small part of it will be included in the accounts for the half 
year ended 5^9th September, 1866. Up to and beyond that date, 
also, it has been shown that the number of workhouse inmates 
^as below the number in the preceding year. Nevertheless, the 
increase of out-door relief and tlie increased cost of workhouse 
mamtenance, through a rise in the prices of food, have Caused the 
reliet expenditure somewhat to exceed that of the preceding year 
as will he seen in the following comparative table.

The tot heading in the above table i.s .sati.sfactoi-y, as showing 
a further increase of f;,>3.861 in the aggregate amount of the net 
_ nual value of the rateable property in Ireland, making a total 
mcrease of the same since 1853 of £l,423,5C0. The heading 
rtooi liaw topenditiire shows an increase of £11,342. uotwith- 
mouths ending at the same date, viz., 
90 of indoor recipients of relief was less 

. 7 “ ’ hhan in 1864-65 ; while the number of outdoor reci- 
pients was more by only 1,227, the total showdng a decrease of 
18,&_3 persons. _ The chief cause of the increased cost of relief is 
tne enlianoed price of provisions mentioned above in paragraph 8, 
the V. celdy rate of maintenance (exclusive of clothing) having 
advanced m one yeiu- from 2s. 2d. to 2s. 5id. Unless a declinl 
takes place m prices, we may expect from the subsequeiit seriouS

16. Up to the date of 29th September last we had given our 
assent to superannuation allowances on retirement fiw union 
offices, in favour of thirty-two officers, viz., four clerks, fi ve mas- 
ters, one assistant-master, five matrons, one schoolmasto. tom- 
porters four nurses, one ward-master, and six relieving ofliceib. 

A table containing all the particulars relating to such cases wiU 
be found in the Appendix," to be continued in ffiture Reports ; and 
in this table wiU from time to time be noted all the allowancea 
which may have lapsed by death of the parties receiving them, so 
that the existing burthen upon the rates, which iS necesaanly for 
tile present an increasing one, will be ascertainable at ohe date ol 
each succeeding Report.

From this it appears that the total expenditure frojn the poor- 
rates in 1865-06 exceeded the total expenditure in ISG-i-Go hy 
£22,815, or excluding the Cattle Plague Fund, £3- £9,668. 
This excess is accounted for by the increased cost of in-maiute- 
nanoe, viz., £6,183, and an increase of out-door reliefto the extent 
of £4i,413. The items of decrease under Medical Charities Acts, 
Beo-istration Acts, and Burial Grounds Act, are nearly balanced 
by°an item of increase in the .salaries and rations of Union Officers. 

18. We have observed with much satisfaction that a sum of 
£59,300 is included in the Civil Service estimates for the year 
1867-68 for the purpose of defraying, as in England and Scot- 
land, part of the expense of medical salaries and medical and 
survical appliances in the Irish workhouses and dispensaries. 
Every Irish Union has some claim to share in the benefit of this 
grant ; but we anticipate from it a very material improvement in 
the medical arrangements of the Unions on the western coasts of 
Ireland, to which object we trust a large proportion of the grant 
vtU be applied. We allude to districts of country of great area 
containing a scattered and poor population, with a (comparatively 
speaking) very low rental ; where, accordingly, there is little or 
no private practice, and where salaries sufficient to induce a suffi- 
cient number of competent practitioners to settle tbemselves, fall 
with great weight upon rateable property, ah'eady taxed for other 
local public purposes by poundage rates greatly exceeding those 
of more favoured parts of the country. 

We have already, in our Ninth Annual Report, declared the 
medical arrangements made in some of these districts, especially 
the promontories and islands, to be quite inadequate, and incapable 
of remedy without such external assistance as the fund alluded 
to will, we trust, be permitted to supply. 

The grant of £5,700, provided for in the estimates to pay the 
salaries of Workhouse Teachers, will enable us to insist more 
effectually on the employment of an adequate educational staff 
in several Unions, in wliich, from economical motives, the Guar- 
dians have not been willing to make the necessary arrangements 
in this behalf.

It appears from this summary, comparing the numbers in the 
two last years in the table, that there has been in Ulster, for the 
last year, a decrease in the numbers of dispensary cases amounting 
to 14,376, and in eases attended at the patients’ homes a decrease 
of 3,25 i cases ; in Munster, a decrease of the former class of cases 
ot _23.0o8 oases, and of the latter a decrease of 5,122 cases ; in 
Leinster, a decrease of 14,145 in dispensary cases, and of 815 in 
domiciliary cases ; and in Connaught, a decrease of 9,195 oases in 
the formei^ and of 1,904 in the latter class of cases. Thus, for the 
whole of Ireland, there has been, for the last compared with the 
preceding yem*, a diminution in the number of cases relieved at 
the dispensaries of 65,774 cases, and of cases rdsited at the patients’ 
homes a diminution of 11.09S cases ; giving a total of 76,872 eases. 
1 his is the largest diminution in the number of oase.s relieved that 
if successive yeaiis since the enactment 

ot the Medical Charities Act, and on no previous occasion was the 
declme uniform in each province, and in each of the classes of cases 
specihed as it has been on the present occasion. It may be lire, 
sumed that an improvement in the condition of the health of the 
poor, and the decrease in the population of Ireland, have each 
contributed to this result ; although heretofore we have generally 
had occasion to observe that, since the passing of the Medical 
- Act in 1851, the^ number of applicants for dispensary 

medical relief was steadily increa.sing, notwithstanding the decline 
oi the population of Ireland. - ■ o -

Tliis table sliows a decrease of expenditure for tlie support of the 
dispensaries for the year ended September 29th, 1SG(5, compared 
with the year before, amounting to £723. The decrease of expen- 
diture is nearly eq^ually divided between Xjeinster, Ulster, and 
Munster, In Connaught only has there been, an increase, amount- 
ing to £402.

Uudev the third and fifth heads in this table, viz., books, forms 
&e., and fuel, porter,?, and incidental expenses, the expenditure 
■was greater for the year ended September 29th, 1866, than for the 
year before by £122 and £805, re.speotively. Under the fourth 
head there has been an increase for the last year in salaries of 
Medical Officera of £262. and a decrease in salaries of Apothecarie,s 
of £77. Under the remaining heads last year’.s expenditure has 
been less than that of the previous year by £375 in medicines and 
medical appliance.?, by £81 in rent of dispensary buildings by 
£1,257 in vaccination fees to Medical Officers, and by £122 in 
other vaccination expenses. 

The average poundage on the Poor Law Valuation of Ireland 
(now £12,989,026) to provide for the above-mentioned total ex- 
penditure was 2-1.5d. neai-ly, which is slightly below that of the 
year before, viz., 2-17cZ. 



course of last year several alterations of Uispensary 
districts were effected. In the Ballyshamion Union the BaUy- 
shaiinon and Balliiitra Uispensary Uistricts have been amaUa- 
mated. In the original arrangement of the Ui.speiisaiy Districts 
ot this Union it was thought advisable to constitute an excep- 
r C ^ dispensary clhstriet of the .single Electoral Division 
ot Balliutra, witli the intention of putting it in charge of the 
Medical Officer of the neighbouring district of Lahy, in the 
Donegal Union, with a salary proportioned to the small area 
ana population or the district ; and consequently too small to 
secure the services of a separate Medical Officer. This arramre- 
ment, however, lias been attended with so much incouvenience'’as 
to make the above-mentioned amalgamation desirable, although 
the population of the new district is much above average. In 
the umons of Tobercuny, Galway. Listowel, and Naas, the 
number of dispensary districts has been increased by one in each, 
with a -view to afford gi-eater facilities to the sick poor for pro- 
curing medical aid. ^ 



-3. IS ew appoin tments of midwives were authorised during the 
additional dispensary districts. In one of these, 
the DeUasfc District, two midwives have been a,ppointed. There 
are now se'ventj dispensaiy districts in which aiTangements have 
been made to provide the attendance of skilled midwives in eases 
of natural labour. It is the duty of the midwife, should an 3 dhing 
out ot the na.tural course occur in a case under her care, imme- 
diately to call for the as.si.stance of the Medical Officer of the 
district, who thenceforth takes charge of the case 
In several dispensaiy districts increased faciUties for procm-ing 
medical rehef tickets have been afforded to the sick poor by 
adding to Uie number of members of dispensaiy committees.

Although, there has heeu a deoretise in the total numher of 
vaccinations shewn in this talile during the years ended Sep- 
temher 30th, 18G5, and ISCG, this is not to be regarded as un- 
satisfactory. under the crreum .stances which were explained in 
paragraph 28 of la.st Annual Report.

25. It appeal's that the total vaccinations for the last year in 
this table compared with the year before, are fewer by 32,018 
cases ; but that the whole of this diminution has fallen upon vac- 
cinations of persons horn before ISGli, — ^which class must every 
year diminish — ^while there has been an increase of vaccinations 
of infants coming under the operation of the Compulsory Vac- 
cination Act for the same year of 7,570 cases. The operation of 
this act is stiU, therefore, attended ■with success, though with less 
perhaps than it ought to be. We observe with mucli concern that 
in Leinster there has been a falling off in the number of infant 
vaccinations for the last year amounting to 785 cases. We can 
conceive no other cause for this than remis.sness on the part of 
some of the Boards of Guardians, in exerting the powers confei-red 
on them by the Legislature to enforce on parents and others 
hairing the charge of infants the duty of affording them the pra- 
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Decraaee of Scarlatina, SmaU-poa>, and Fever. 

tection of vacoiiiatioii against tlie tei-rible consequences, amongst 
the unprotected, of an epidemic visitation of small-pox. Such an 
epidemic may at any time occur, and "whei’e Guardians fail to 
use the powers they possess to enforce vaccination they render 
themselves responsible for the great loss of life and other evils 
almost certain to take place among persons unprotected against 
small-pox, if exposed to its contagion. The Uispensary Medical 
Officers, who ai’e nearly all Registi-ar.s of Births, tsc., and as such 
register the birth, and also the vaccination, of every child bom 
in their districts, are required from time to time to furnish to the 
Guardians lists of children whose hirtlis, hut not vaccinations, are 
recorded in their registers, and it can he easily ascertained in any 
case whether the parents of those children can plead any rea- 
sonable excuse for their default ; otherwise the defaulter should 
be summoned before the magistrates ; and we do not doubt that 
the steady infliction of a fine of a few shillings in all such cases 
would in a few years secure a nearly complete vaccination of all 
infants within six months of birth. 

In all the provinces except Leinster the number of vaccinations 
of infants has been gi'eater for the year ended September SOth, 
1866, than for the year before. 

The births of children registered in Ireland for the year ended 
March 3 1st, 1866, wei'e i -16,990. All the children born during 
that year should, under the provisions of the Compulsory Vacci- 
nation Act, have been, vaccinated before the 1st of October, 1866 ; 
and of these, probably about 180,000 were proper subjects for 
gratuitous vaccination at the dispensaries and vaccination stations. 
But the table shows that the dispensary vaccinations of infants 
for that year were only 104,730, and therefore (making allow- 
ance for deaths under .six months) no less than 25,270 cases 
fewer than were required for tlie complete vaccination of the 
ohildi-en of the poor bom in the year in question. The cor- 
responding deficiency for the year before was estimated at 33,840, 
giving a difference in favour of the last year of 8,570 cases. Thus 
it appears, that the operation of the Compulsory Vaccination Act 
continues, except in Leiuster, progressively successful. 

26. The usual record of the number of cases of scaidatina, small- 
pox, and fever, registered by the Dispensary Medical Officers, is 
given in the Appendix for the year ended September SOth, 1866. 
In each of these diseases there has been a smaller number of eases 
for this year than for the year befoi-e, viz., 6,576 cases of scarla- 
tina, 579 of smaU-pox, and 22,287 of fever, during the last year, 
against 6,632 eases of scarlatina, 2,000 of small-pox, and 26,566 
of fever, dm-ing the year before. As regards scarlatina, the differ- 
ence between the two years is inconsiderable. The cases of fever 
are fewer for the last than the preceding year by 4,279 cases. The 
numbers of cases of smaU-pox for the two years exhibit a stfil 
greater proportional decline of that disease, and may, we think, 
be received in proof of a real diminution of small-ppx ; although, 
because of the frequent concealment of it by the peasantry, when 
produced by itinerant inoculatons, we canno^i consider the puwtel

returned as correctly representing the numbers of cases that actu- 
ally occurred among the poor in the two years. 

27. In our last Report it was mentioned that the progress of 
Asiatic Cholera towards the we.steru part of the Continent induced 
us to address the Guardians, in the autumn of ISGo, for the pur- 
pose of urging tho adoption of measures, under the penuauent 
provisions of the Nuisances’ Removal and Diseases’ Prevention 
Acts of IBliS and 1819, and the provisions of the Sewage Utiliza- 
tion Act, 1865, to improve the sanitary condition of their Unions, 
in the well-founded belief that by so doing they would have taken 
the most effectual means to mitigate the severity of the epidemic 
in the too jrrobable event of its extending to Ireland. Again in 
May, 1866, the attention of the Guardians was called by circular 
to the same subject, in consequence of the nearer approach of the 
disease ; and on the 27th of July, cholera being at that time pre^ 
valent in London, Liverpool, and other places on the west coast of 
England and Wales, copies of the circulars of October 19th, 1852, 
and August 23rd, 1865, were transmitted to the Guardians, giving 
them full information as to their powers for securing improvement 
of the sanitary state of thcii' Unions, and urging the necessity for 
taking prompt measures to put those power's in force before the 
epidemic should reach u.s. 

28. Having learned that a well-marked ease of Asiatic Cholera 
had occurred in Dublin on the 27th of July, 1866, a circular was 
addressed to the Dispensary Medical Officers throughout Ireland, 
on the 2nd of August, reque, sting that, in the event of any case of 
Asiatic Cholera occuning in a dispensary di, strict, the Medical 
Officer would at once transmit to us the particulars of the case in 
a special repoi-t, to enable us to communicate on the subject with 
the Guardians. We also immediately apprized the Government 
of the fact that cholera had appeared in Dublin, and recom- 
mended the issue of an Order in Council putting in force over aU 
Ireland the provisions of the Nuisances’ Removal and Diseases’ 
Prevention Act, 181(8, which relate to the prevention and treat- 
ment of epidemic disease, and bestow upon us powers under that 
Act, so long as the Order in Council is in force, to frame and issue 
regulations for the same end. An Order in Council rvas accord- 
ingly issued on the 3rd of August by their Excellencies the Lords 
Justices, and such regulations as w’ere thought primarily necessary 
to meet the epidemic were issued on the 6th of August. On the 
Yth of August, however, the Sanitary Act, 1866, having received 
the Royal a.ssent, by which Act the Nuisances’ Removal and Dis- 
eases’ Prevention Acts of 1848 and 1849 were repealed, it became 
necessary to take tlie above mentioned proceedings anew under 
the Sanitary Act, 1866. On tiie 17th of August the new Order 
of their ExceUenoies the Lords Justices in Council was issued 
under the Diseases’ Prevention Act, 1855, now extended to Ire- 
land by the Sanitaiy Act, 1866 ; and, under authority of these 
Acts and the Order in Council, new regulations were framed, 
prescribing at the same time the preliminary measures requisite 
tp be taken before cholera should actually ocgur in any dispensary

district, and also after its outbreak. In tire latter event, each 
of the dispensary districts rvas constituted a district for the 
treatment of cholera and premonitory diarrhcea, and the Dispen- 
sary Committee of Management was to become a Sanitary Com- 
mittee under the Diseases’ Prevention Act, 1855. The Medical 
Officer’s of the dispensary districts were appointed Medical Officers 
for the treatment of patients suffering under or threatened hy 
cholera, without the presentation of ticket or recommendation of 
any kind. The Guardians were required to give public notice, 
where clrolei-a or diar-rlioea prevailed, of the arrangements made 
for the treatment of patients ; and to adopt irreasures for the 
disinfection of houses in which cases had existed, and of clothing 
and bedding used by the patients, or likely to convey contagion ; 
for house to house visitation ; for the abatement of all nuisanoea 
which might favour the spread of the disea.ses ; and for the speedy 
interment of those dead of cholera. The Guardians were dhected, 
should cholera occur on board any ship not belonging to Her 
Maje.sty or any foreign government, and Ijdng in any river or 
inland water of the Union, or at sea on the coast of the Union 
within the jurisdiction of the- Admiralty, to deal with it under 
the new powers conferred by the eleventh section of the Diseases’ 
Prevention Act, 1855, as regards inspection, disinfection, and 
treatment of the sick, in the same manner as if the ship were a 
house in their Union ; and they were authoi'ized, in respect to aU 
expenses incurred in the disinfection of the dwellings of poor 
persons labouring under diarrhcBa or cholera, and in the removal 
of nuisances, to defi-ay them, in case of necessity, from the rates. 
The Sanitary Committees were directed to hold meetings weekly 
or oftener ; and the Medical Officers were required to make weekly 
returns to their Committees, and daily returns to us, in prescribed 
forms, giving precise information as to the existing condition of 
the diseases in their districts. 

29. Thus in any dispensary district in which the Gua.rdians 
had made the preliminary arrangements prescribed by the 1st 
Regulation of the General Order of the 23th of August, it was 
in our power to put in motion the whole machinery for the 
treatment of the subjects of the epidemic in the most remote 
dispensary disti-ict in Ireland within forty-eight hours after the 
occurrence of the first case of cholera ; or even, in consequence of 
an important improvement on the course followed in the epidemic 
of 1834!, immediate steps for putting the regulations in force 
might be taken by the Guardians and Sanitary Committees, as 
soon as the disease appeared in their unions or districts, -without 
■waiting for fm-ther instructions. 

30. The two first cases of Asiatic cholera in the present epi- 
demic in Ireland occui-red on the 27th of July. We have men- 
tioned above that the first case in Dublin occurred on July 27tb, 
1866 ; and on the same day the first case in Wexford occurred. 
In om* endeavour to trace the origin of the outbreak, we have 
ascertained the very remarkable and .significant fact, that in the 
following cases, -viz., in Dublin South City Dispensary District 
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(July 27th). Wexford (July 27th), Dublin North City Dispensary 
District (August 2nd), Belfast (August 9th), Kilkeel, County 
Down (August 10th), Eostrevor, County Doivn (August 11th), 
Buncrana, County Donegal (August 12th), Kilkelly, County 
Mayo (August 12th), Ballylinan Dispensary District, County 
Kildare (August llithi, Dunlavin Dispensary District, County 
Wicklow (August 1-lth), Drogheda (August 14th), Roscommon 
Dispensary District (September 6th), and Mountinelick, Queen’s 
Coimty (September 6th), the patients had in every instance just 
arrived in the respective localities from Liverpool where cholera 
at the time was rife. 

In some other cases there was clear evidence of the importa- 
tion of the disease. Thus, in Arklow, wdiere the disease, having 
reo-ard to the population, has been on this occasion perhaps more 
severe than in any other town in Ireland, it was brought 
(August 30th) by two sailors just arrived from on hoard the 
schooner Crystal Palace, Ijdng in the Liffey, from which a 
sailor had been removed in cholera on the Tuesday before. _ In 
the town of Wicklow the first case occurred in a person just 
an-ived (October 16th) from on board the Olive, lying at Kings- 
town, in which the disease existed. In the idllage of Cloughey, 
County Down, the disease was imported (October 20th) from 
Balhriggan, where cholera then prevailed, by a sailor, who died 
of the disease. Another sailor from the same boat died of 
cholera in the next village, on October 21st, and the disease 
quickly spread in the neighbourhood. The first case of cholera 
in Newbridge, Naas Union, occurred in the person of a cattle- 
dealer, who had just arrived from Manche.ster. He became ill 
on August 15th, and died on the evening of the next day. ^ In 
the first case, in Killyon Dispensary District, Par.sonstown Union, 
the patient had returned from England two days before. He 
died after ten hours’ illness. In Youghal the disease was im- 
ported by a sailor just arrived from Cardiff (August 20th); and 
in Baronstown Dispensary District, Dundalk Union, the subject 
of the first case of the disease was a labourer, who returned 
from the North of England, on Friday, August 10th. He was 
taken ill on the next day with diarrhoea. On Sunday evening 
cholera w'as fully developed, and after a short rally, he died on 
the next Wednesday. 

In eleven of the twenty localities some particulars of the first 
case.s occurring in which we have just given, the disease imme- 
diately spread, with more or less severity. In the remaining 
instances no second case occurred. 

31. A striking instance of the communication of the disease by 
contagion was afforded by the first case in Dublin. The girl, 
Jane Magee, by whom the disease was imported from Liverpool, 
was one of four occupants of a room in the house No. 22, City- 
quay. This girl died in thirteen hours after the distinct esta- 
blishment of cholera. Mary Anne Meylei', aged three years, 
cousin of Jane Magee, the second case, became ill on July the 
30th, and died after about seventeen hours’ illness. The father of 
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ttis child, Christopher Meyler, the third case, aged 33, was seized 
at an early hour on August 1st, having been the day before in 
perfect health, and died after fifteen hours’ illness. The last occu- 
pant of the room, widow of Christopher Meyler, became ill in 
the evening of the 1st of Aug-ust, was removed to Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital, and died there on the 5th of August. Another 
remarkable case of the same kind was reported by Dr. Whistler 
Medical Officer of the Bray and Rathinichael Dispensary District. 
Charles Ryan, a comfortable farmer, living in a very healthful 
situation about a mile from Bray, came into that town on Decem- 
ber 10th, 1886, cholera being very prevalent there at the time. 
He was not a temperate man, and indulged freely in drink on 
this occasion. On his return home he was attacked the same 
evening with the usual symptoms of cholera, and died on the 
eighth day of his iUness. On the 13th Catherine MoDoy, a 
healthy, active young woman, servant in the family, but not in 
actual attendance on Ryan, was seized ■with cholera, and died 
after thirty-eight hours’ illness. On the 15th a sister of Ryan, a 
robust, healthy woman, sickened and died after sixteen hours’ 
filness ; and on the 18th a boy, grand-nephew to Ryan, resident 
in the house, fell ill, and died on the third day of illness. The 
family consisted of six persons, four of whom died of the disease 
within ten days. 

32. In many instances, on the other hand, it was found im- 
po.?sible to estabhsli any connexion between the first case occur- 
ring in a new locality and an)’’ other, or any place in which the 
disease prevailed. We will adduce two remarkable instances of 
this. As has been stated above, cholera first appeared in Ireland, 
in the present epidemic, in Dublin and Wexford, on the 27th of 
July. On the 22nd of August it broke out, with a vhmlence 
for a shoi’t time very alarming, in Westport, County MayO, 
quite on the other side of Ireland. Within a few days 22 
cases with 13 deaths occurred, and in a short time the 
disease became extinct, and has not hitherto recruTed. Diligent 
enquiry fiiiled to connect any of these cases with any other case 
of the same disease, or with any infected locality. 

The second instance alluded to occurred among the male pri- 
soners in the Mountjoy Comdct Prison, Dublin, and was a very 
rernarkable mstanee of the apparently spontaneous origin of 
Asiatic cholera. 

It is .scarcely ■within our province to enter on the details of this 
oa.se, the institution being under the superintendence of aaotliBr 
department ; but we maybe permitted to state shortly that under 
the mo.st favourable conditions of situation, air. Water, food, and 
sewei'age, the disease in a virulent form shewed itself on the male 
side of the e.stablishment, numberiug 280 inmates, hut not on the 
female side, where there were 400. On 23rd December and four 
following days nine cases of cholera occur’red, of which four were 
fatal. Simultaneously with 5 oases of cholera ’Which broke 6nt 
on the first day, 64 cases occurred of diarrhcea, all of which 
yielded to prompt treatment, 
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It is remarkable that this took place after cholera had ceased 
in every other part of Dublin and the suburbs, and ■when no 
communication could have taken place between persons in the 
prison and jieraons in any localit 3 r in ■which cholera ■was at that 
time prevailing. 

33. In the few in, stances in ■which cholera broke out in the 
workhouses it does not seem to have been ascertained whether it 
arose spontaneously, or was imported. The in.stauees referred to 
are South Dublin, Belfast, Kilkenny, Longford, and Tullamore. In 
every case, except that of Kilkenny, the first outbreak appears to 
have been followed by the almost immediate suppression of the 
disease; owing to the precaution, probably, which we have never 
ceased to inculcate, of having every case of incipient diarrhcsa 
among the inmates proni 2 itly treated, and to the exercise of due 
vigilance in that rcsjject on the part of the Woi-khouse Officers. 

In Kilkenny Workhouse there were, from the 1st Decembef 
to the 3rd January, 31 cases, of which 17 apjreared to have been 
discharged cured on the latter date, 10 deaths having taken jdace. 

31. Within a month after the first appearance of cholera in this 
country last year, it had broken out in a considerable number of 
localities in Leinster, esp)ecially along its eastern border ; in a few 
places in Munster and Ulster, and in Wo onlj' in Connaught. 
From the begimiing of Sejjtember the disease slowly but steadily 
spread westwards till towards the end of last January, when the 
returns of cases from the Dispensary Medical Officers had become 
very few ; and then, for .some weeks, it appeared to be extinct. 
New case,s, however, have recently occurred at Whitegate, a village 
on Cork harbour ; and soon after a few scattered cases were reported 
by Dispensary Medical Officers at Tullamore, Navan, Kells, Long- 
ford, Oldcastle, and Belfast. At the jjresent date we are hajjpjr 
in being able to reioort to your Excellency, that for some time 
past no case of cholera has been reported to u.s fi-om any {■>art 
of Ireland. In the present epidemic the disease has prevailed 
seriously in Dublin, Kingstown, Bray, Westport, Limerick, Wex- 
ford, Carlow, Sword.s, Balbriggan, and Arklow. In no other place 
as yet ■visited by it has it extended itself to any considerable part 
of the population. 

35. TJp to December 31st, 1860, when the disease was approach- 
ing extinction, as we have mentioned, there had been reported by 
the Dispensary Medical Officers 3,119 oases, with 1,256 deaths in 
Leinster; 511 cases with 229 deaths in Blunster ; 87 eases with 
32 deaths in Ulster ; and .59 cases ■with 3S deaths in Connaught, 
giving totals for Ireland of 3,800 cases and 1,555 deaths. The 
cases and death.s ill hospitals iirovdded by tlie Guardians for 
cholera patients • and the eases and deaths in the hospitals support- 
ed by Parliamentary Grant, and other hosiiitals in the City of 
Dublin, amounted to 1,389 oases and 7-53 deaths. The total cases 
of cholera in Ireland, excluding 886 of the above-mentiolied 
dispensary ea.ses ■which ■were sent to hospital, and are alto included 
in the hospital returns, was 4,30.9, resulting in. 2,308 deaths, 
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which, compared with 5,570 cases, and 2,60C deaths in 185i 
gives a per-centage mortality'- of 46’8 in 1834, and 53-6 in 1867’ 
The above cases are exclusive of those arising in private practice 
and of cases sent to hospital otherwise than at the expense of 
the Poor Pate. 

^ 36. Dealing separately with those portions of the above statis- 
tics whicli relate to the City of Dublin, exclusive of the suburbs 
we find that there were in the recent outbreak 1,825 oases of 
cholera, resulting in 735 deaths of person.s treated at the expense 
of the Unions. That is to say, in the City Dispensary Districts 
1,183 oases, resulting in 370 deaths, and in the hospitals, 642 cases' 
resulting in 385 deaths. There were also treated in the two 
Dispensary Districts of the City of Dublin 6,921 oases of di<an-hcea, 
resulting in 61 deaths. The total number of dispensary cases of 
diarrhoea treated throughout Ireland during this epidemic was 
23,100, wdth 340 deaths, in comparison with 27,423 cases with 
279 deaths in 1834. 

37. On a review of these comparative statements, it appears 
that although the recent epidemic was not quite so extensive as 
that of 1854, it caused a greater number of deaths in proportion 
to the oases of attack, and that the prevalent diarrhoea wa,s also 
of a more fatal character. On both occasions the dispensary 
organization peculiar to Ireland showed itself to be eminently 
useful as a means of checking and finally overpowering the 
epidemic. Open night and day and affording jorompt and 
gratuitous relief to all applicants, the dispensaries, when alarm 
prevails, are at once re.sorted to by the population of the district. 
In Great Britain, on the appearance of cholera, much time, 
trouble, and expense are required to create aii organization 
which in Ireland is ready on the instant, and with which the 
people are familiar at aU times. 

3T The recent application of this system of medical rehef to 
the English Metropolitan District was partly recommended on 
the ground of its extreme usefulness on such occasions, as will ap- 
pear from the following passage in the Eeport of Mr. Lambert, 
the English Inspector sent over to L-eland to inquh-e into the 
o]^iation of the Irish Dispensary system, with a view of seeing 
w hether it might not be advantageously applied to the London 
Unions : — 

It provides, he says, “ au organization always ready and 
capable of expansion, if necessary, to meet any outbreak of epi- 
demic disease with promptness, while at the sartie time it is cal- 
culated to prevent disease becoming epidemic, and procuring the 
adoption of precautionary measm'es in any locality which may he 
threatened. These benefits have recently been largely realized in 
Ireland in reference to cholera.'’* 

The same view was dwelt upon by the President of the English 
I oor Law Board in moving the fii-st reading of the MetropoUtan 
Poor X*fi-w Bill in tlie House of Oommons.

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S9. It is i-ight to mention that we have resorted to the exercise 
of the recently enacted power of enforcing adequate remuneration 
to the medical officers for extra service under the cholera order, 
ill only one. instance, viz., tliat of the North Dublin Union, 
having in all other cases found ouraelves able to approve the 
amount voted bj' the Board of Guardians, or where we did not 
approve, to induce the Guardians tinally to adopt our views.'' 



DEPAETMENTAL AllBANOEHENTS. 

40. Dr. Purcell having resigned the office of Medical Inspector, 
through age and declining health, the vacancy thus made was 
filled by our appointment of Dr. Eoughan, Medical Officer of Bul- 
linrobe Workhouse, and also Medical Officer of the Cong Disjien- 
sary District in Ballinrobe Union, in the County of Mayo. In 
making this appointment we availed ourselves of the opportunity 
of promoting to an Inspectorship one of the many Poor Law 
Medical Officers who have served the public well and faithfully 
for a long period of years in one or other — or, as in this case, in both 
— of the capacities above mentioned. 

The passing of “ The Sanitary Act, 1866,” has entailed upon 
the four Medica.l Iiispeotora an increase of official duty, under 
the provisions of the Sewage Utilization Acts, the Nuisances’ Re- 
moval Acts, and the Acts for the Prevention of Disease, so far as 
the same are applicable to Ireland. Most of these duties are, to 
say the least, as capable of being efficiently discharged by the lay 
as by the Medical Inspectors ; and it is impossible for these officers 
to decline to take part in the business arising under these Acts on 
their attendance at Boards of Guardians when the latter are de- 
sh'ous of obtaining their advice and assistance. The legal powers 
of inquiry possessed by Poor Law Inspectors are, however, limited 
to questions arising under the Poor Law Acts ; and much waste 
of service is caused by having one and the same district subject 
to two Inspectors possessed of different powers and functions, and 
traversing the same roads in performance of different duties. We 
therefore feel called upon to repeat a recommendation already 
made by us in 1857, to the effect that every Inspector, whether 
lay or mediciil, should have powers of inquiry extending to every 
description of business which is under the superintendence and 
authority of this Commission. In the hope of obtaining this 
amendment, we have forborne to press for any increase of the 
number of Inspectoi's. 

41. In the year 1859, on a vacancy oooun'ing in the office of 
Auditor of Union Accounts, the number of those officers being_ 
then five, a reduction of the number took place at the instance of 
the. Chief Secretary, and the vacancy Wiis not filled up. Since 
that date the Burial Grounds Act, all expenditure under which 
requires a separate account and sepai’ate audit, has come into

i—Qeneral Ohdeb assessing on the several Unions in 
Ieeland the sum required under the Cattle Plague Act. 

To the GimrcUans of the Poor of the sevei-iil Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed ; to the Treasurer of each of such Unions, 
and to aU persons -whom it may concern. 

AVliereas by an Act iiassed in the twenty-ninth year of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “ An Act to Amend the 
Law relating to Contagious Diseases amongst Cattle and other Animals 
in Ireland,’’ it is among other things enacted that on receipt of the 
cei-tii'icate of the Chief Secretary or Under Secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant to the effect that a sum equivalent to a certain poundage, to 
be specitied in said certificate, on the net annual value of the property 
rateable to the poor in all the miions in Ireland, is requii-ed for the 
puiposo of providing a fund for defraying the expenses of can-yiug the

And whereas it is firather enacted that forthwith on the receipt of such 
Order, the Treasurer of the Union shall, out of the funds then lymg m 
his bands to the credit of the Guardians, or, if there shali be then no 
sufficient assets, out of the moneys next received by him, and placed to 
the oi-etUt of the Guardians, pay over the amoimt so assessed on the

tliirteen thousand four hundred and seventy-four pounds sterling, hein'r 
equivalent to a rating of one fartliing in the pound on the net annual 
value of the property i-ateable to the poor in all the unions hr Ireland 
is required for the irarpose of defraying the expenses of canyhig the 
said recited Act uito execution, and the other purposes in tlie said Act 
mentioned. 

Now, thei-efore, in pursuance of the hereinbefore recited provision of 
the said Act, we do hereby iissess the said sum of thirteen thousand four 
hundred and seventy-four pounds upon the several unions in Ireland, in 
proportion to the net annual value of the property in each union rate- 
able to the relief of the poor, according to the valuation thereof now in 
force, as follows, that is to say, we assess upon each union the amount 
set opposite to its name in the Schedule hereunto annexed.

■Wliereas by a General Order under our Seal, beaiing date the nine 
teeiitJi day of January, 1852, for rcguhitiiig the meetings aaul proceed- 
ings of Boards of Guardians in Ireland, we, tho Commii^.^ioners for 
admiiiLstering the. Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland, have, ainoir^ 
other tilings, ordered and dii'eoted, as follows : — ® 

“ Article IG. — All conti-acts to he entered into on behalf of the \uhon, 
relating to the maintentmee, clothing, lodging, empiojnnent, or 
relief of the poor, or for any other purpose relating to, or con- 
nected with, the general management of the poor, shall he made 
and entered into by the Guardians.”

Tlie GonmiL<5sioncrs for ndministeiffiig tlie Laws for llelief of tlie 
Poor m Ireliiud, transmit Iierewitli, by desire of His Excellency tlie 
Lord Lieutenant, copies of a panipblet containing tlie “ Cattle Disease 
(Ireland) Act," and the several Orders in Council lieretofore made, and 
relating to iredand, on tbo subject of tlie Cattle Plague. 

It is desiiublo that the infoi'ination contained in this pampldet should 
bo dilfosed as widely as possible, luid with that view a sullicient number 
of copies is transmitted to enable you to give one to every member of 
the Board, ami to reserve im equal numbei- for the use of any Com- 
mittees which may have been formed in refei*ence to the Cattle Plague, 
in pursuance (.if the suggestion communicated in the Coinmifisionera’ 
circular letter of the 30th January last, and for distribution among 
persons de.sirous of obtaunng hiibrniation on the subject. 

It will be soon that the Order in Council of the 20th January last, 
which accompaiiicil the CommisHioners’ circular of tlie 30th Jiuiuary, has 
been revokixl by the Order of the 22nd May, by wliich new I'egulations 
have been made. 

The CJommissioTiei's desire, at the same time, to dra,w the attention of 
the Guardians, and of any Coimuittccs ^yhich may have been formed as 
al)Ove mentioned, tfi tlie pnqu’iety of impressing u}Jon the farmem and 
owner's of stock tlic great impoidanco of making known at the earliest 
possible moment any case which tliore maybe sufficient reason to believe 
is one of cattle plague. It is importmit that this should be done 
promptly, not only with a view to steps being taken to an*est the spread 
of the disease, but also in the interests of the owner of the animal ; inas- 
much as it is only where cattle have been slaughtered by direction of 
the Inspector under the Order that provision is made for compensating 
the owner, such compensation being limited to one-half the value when 
the animal is under the disease, and to three-foiu’ths of the value in other 
cases. 

By the 5th paragraph of the Order in Council of the 22nd May, it is 
ordered that e's'ery person having in his possession or under his custody 
any animal labouring under or having symptoms of the said disorder 
(which symptoms are fully described in the siime Order) shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to the nearest Constabulary station of the district 
■within which such animal is.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information of the 
Board of Guardians, a copy of the Act 29 Vic., c. 38, which received 
the Boyal assent on tlie 11th instant, to enable Boards of Guai’dians to 
preside Coffins and Shrouds for the Burial of Poor Persons "who, at the 
time of their Death, were not in receipt of Belief from the Poor Bates. 
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It will be observed that under this Act it is now lawful for the Board 
of (jriiar(.Uans (or in case of lu-gency for the Relieving Oilicer) to lu-ovkh 
Coflins and Shrouds for the interment of poor persons dying within the 
Union, although such persons may not at the time of their death ha\'e 
been in receipt of relief under the Poor Relief Acts, or dependent for 
support on aaiy pei*son receiving such relief. 

Tlie power thus given is to be exercised subject to any rule whieli the 
Commissioners may make in tliat behalf; but the Commissioners do not 
at present propose to issue any rule Avhich would interfere with the 
exercise of the discretion of the Board of Guaidians to the full extent 
authorized by the Act. 

In regard to the expenses ineuiTed under the Act, it will be seen that 
such expenses are made chargeable to the Electoral Division or to the 
Union at large, as the case may be, in like manner as the deceased pei^^on 
would have been chai’geable if he had been in receipt of relief at the time 
of liis death.

No. 5 . — Contracts for the supply of Medicines. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SiH, 15th March, 1867. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have on several occasions had them attention dh‘ectecl to 
the subject of Contracts for the supply of medicines and medical and surgi- 
cal appliinces,.and from information which has fi’om time to time reached 
them, they thi nk there can be no doubt that in some instances, where con- 
ti'aots are taken on low terms, medicines of inferior quality are supplied. 

The subject is one of considerable importance, inasmuch as the supply 
of inferior medicines may materhdly irffect the success of the Medical 
Officers’ treatment of disease, and it is therefore important, in an econo- 
jnical point of view as well as in reference to the welfare of the sick poor, 
that the medicines placed at the disposal of the Dispensary and Work- 
liouse Medical Officers should be of good quality, and such as the Medical 
Officers can rely \ipon when prescribing them. 

The principal difficulty which has presented itself in the way of securing 
this desirable object, has arisen horn the circumstance that the Guardians 
are not, as in the case of ordinaiy supplies, in a position to judge of the 
quality of the ai’ticles, by means of samples, before entering into the 
contract, and hence, "when contracts are taken at prices which are known 
to be unremunerative for genuine articles, it is to be expected that infe- 
rior articles will be supplied. 

In order to jjrovide, as far as practicable, a remedy for this state of 
things, the Commissioners have issued a General Order under their seal, 
prescribmg a Eorm of Oonti-act to be used by Boards of Guai-dians in 
contracting for supplies of medicines and medical and surgical appliances, 
which comprises a condition that any article or articles which may be 
.supplied under it, and wliich shall be considered to be not of good quality, 
or not in conformity witli tlic terms of the Contract, may be referred to 
some person, to be named by the Commissioners, whose decision thereon 
Is to be final ; and further, that the Contractor shall take back and i*eplace 
any articles which may be declared by the referee not to be of good quality, 
or of the quality eontiucted for. 
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The Cmmnissionevs have ohtained the authority of the Lorfs Coimnis- 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasmy for the employment of comijetent 
professional persons for this purpose, -without expense to the ITmon.

Ill— COEEESPONDENCE ON TIM StTBJECT OF EAISING A FEND TO BE 
USED WITH KEFEEENCE TO THE CATTLE PLAGUE, 

Lettee from the Commissionbes to the Undbe-Seceetaey of the 
liOED Lieutenant. _ 

Poor Law ComBiission OfSce, Dublin.

’ In reference to the recent Order in Council relating to the (lattle 
Plague, copies of wliicli (by commaud of His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant) have been sent to all the Boards of Guardians in this coin^r}%^ 
the Commissioners for administering the Laws for the Relief of the roor 
in Ireland beg to submit to His Excellency the follo^ving suggestions, as 
those which, have occurred to them upon the subject. 

The efficacy of the Order in Council would no doubt be greatly m- 
creased, and its execution much facilitated, if previously to any oiitbrec ’ 
occurring in Ireland a fund were brought into existence from which the 
owners could be compensated, cither wholly or in part, for the slaughter 
of the cattle attacked by the cUsease. Should any such course be pro- 
posed to be adopted by the Government, the present appears the mosu 
proper and convenient time for creating such a fund, from ffener 
sources, inasmuch as when the outbreak occurs the case becomes one ot 
looal rather than, of general concern, and the comparatively nan ower 
limits of the County, the Union, or the Electoral Division wiU appear 
to many persons the more natural areas for raising the fund ^ but so lo^S 
as it remains uncertain where tlie infliction will fall, the entme 
Ireland is not only tlie natmal one, but that which can be used with 
most effect, and with the least pressure of taxation. 

Assuming the poor-rate to be tho proper source of the proposed luncl, 
about which point some diflercncc of opinion has^ been expressed, le 
general impression appears to be that a rate of in the pound over the 
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■svliole couiitiy would be required, a rate whicli would raise luoi’e than 
£300,000. 

It appears, liowever, to tlie Commissioners that a more practical coui-se 
■would be to provide in. tlie finst instance a veiy much smaller siuii, 
■winch, if Parliament should adopt the nece.ssaiy measiu’es, could be 
raised immediately afterwaixls, not by a sepamte rating and collection of 
rate, but out of the existing funds of Electoral Divisions, in the hands of 
the Union Ti'easurers. What the Commissioners propo.se, therefore, is 
to pro\ide a fund of no more than £25,000, to be raised by an order on 
ah the Union Trea.sxu*ers to remit to an account in the. Bank of Ireland 
a sum equivalent to one halfpenny in the pound on each Electoral 
Division, such sum being made chargeable to each Division in its account 
•until the Board of Guardians. 

This would be precisely equivalent to a general ratmg of one lialf- 
jieniiy in the pound over the -whole countiy, but its realization -would 
be move prompt and expeditious, and far moi'e convenient and econo- 
mical than by a separate rating and collection. 

Tlie question of I’aising in a like manner any further sum at any 
future time would of coui*se de].)end on future contingencies, .such as the 
success or absence of succe&s attendant on the application of tlie fund 
to the purpose suggested. If happily no occa>sion should aidse at any 
time for such an application of the fund, the contributions can easUy bo 
returned to the Union Treasurei’s, and replaced to -the credit of tlie 
Electoral Divisions. 

The nature of the machinery proposed to be xised for realising the 
fund will be be.st explained by reference to the Annual Report of 1849, 
■wliich at page 84 and folio-wing pages shows tlie orders issued for a 
general ra-te under the provisions of the Rate-in-aid Act. 

It may be right to add that the general rates made under the provi- 
sions of the last-mentioned Act were raised, applied, and finally accounted 
for without iiny lo.ss or discrepancy of even the smallest amount. 

In the present case the dilHculties attending the operation would be 
fi^r less than in the case of the rate-in-aid, great opposition having been 
shown to that measure in nnuiy paris of Ireland, which were called on 
•io contribute to the fund -without any pro.spect of deriving benefit from 
if, whereas at the present time there is no part of Ireland, nor any class 
of ratepayens, whicli may not expect to derive benefit from the ai^plication 
of the fimd. .

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It appeal's from your statement that it is the practice of the Guai’diaus 
of the S'U’’ansea Union, in removuig paupers to Ireland, to send “ a person 
with the paupers on hoard the steamer, and taking a memorandum from 
the Captain of the steamer that he had received such paupers;” and that 
the same steps were taken, and the same course adopted, in the case of 
Maiy Lander and her children ; and you state that the Guardiaim con- 
sidered tliis a compliance with section 4- of the Statute 24 k 25 Vic., 
cap. 76. 

The Board have learnt with much surprise the view which the Guar- 
dians have taken of the enactment on the 24 & 25 Vic., cap. 7G, sec. 4. 
The Board consider that the coiu'se of proceeding which the Guardians 
have adopted with regard to Irish i-emovals, is not in accordance witli 
the law, and that the person to wliose chai’ge the paupers now in question 
were delivered may have rendered himself liable to the penalty imposed 
hy the 4th section of the 26th &'27th Vic., cap. 89. 

The 4th section of the 24 & 25 Vic., cap. 76, taken in connexion with 
the 1st section of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 89, requmes that the warrant 
shall order the removal of the poor person to be made to the place men- 
tioned therein, and that the persons charged with the execution thereof 
shall cause the poor person with his family (if any) to be safely conveyed 
to such place. 

The Board tnist that the Guardians, in the event of their again causing 
any poor persons to be removed from their union to Ireland, will give 
such directions as will secure the removal being effected in due confor- 
mity with the law. 

The Board have had under their consideration your explanation of the 
cause of your neglect to reply to their letter of the 26th April. They 
desire me to infoim you that they look upon your explanation as being 
extremely unsatisfactory; and that if any wilful neglect of a similar 
nature should hereafter occur on your part, the}^ will not he prepared to 
pass it over.

Observations of the Guardians of the Poor of the Township of 
Toxteth-park, in the County of Lancaster, on a Correspondence 
forwarded to them by the Poor Law Boai'd, relative to the removal 
of Elizabeth Finn and children from the said Townsliip of Toxteth- 
park to the Wexford Union in Ireland. 

The order for tho removfll of theise paupers is good in .substance, and was not made 
behind the back of the pauper, as stated in the report of Mc.s.<5r.«. Marsh and Barratt. 
The lirat time Elizabeth Finn was taken before the Justices she refused to be sworn, 
and the statement made in her deposition, that the Justices declined to gmnt an order for 
her removal, is false. On this occasion she stated for the time that her husband was 
hom in Liverpool, and, by the desire of the olTicer who made the application, the making 
of the order was deferred, to admit of enqxiby into the alleged settlement of the husband 
in England. This statement of hers turned out to be another effort to avoid removal, and 
was totally false, like several others, as the report of the gentlem.an entiusted with the 
preliminary enquiry fully testifies. 

Ar she had refused to be sworn, the Order was made upon the evidence of an nfficev of 
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the to\vnshii>, who had made the fullest inquiry into the whole matter, and she was pre- 
sent before tlie Justices at the time the Order was made, — this explains the introduction 
into the order of the -words, “A competent witness,” 

The pauper is an untruthful, bad woman, aticl u-sed the most filthy and disgustin'*- 
language towards the olHcers. 

Tiie Ouav<iians ai-e of opinion (differing from Messrs. Slarsh and Barratt) that the de- 
sertion in the case was complete. 

Tlio husband left his -wife and children, and she stated that she did not known'tiers 
he was. and his going away caused his family to become chargeable to the township; bat, 
judging from Messrs. Slarsh ami Barratt’.s report, it appears that he was absent from her 
by eoliu.sioii, and to contend tliat tills aliuiild not be construed as desertion would be to 
allow tlie pauper's to take advantage of their own wrong-doing. 

The woman, with oaths and curses, declined to go, after being frequently civilly re- 
quested not to make it neccs-^ary for the oRicere to u.sc foi'ce. Slic was removed from tlie 
■\Vovkhouse in the presence of several urembei's of the Board, wlio -u'cre visiting the Work- 
house, and of several ofticcrs, .and .all concur that it was clearly her own fooli-sh resistance 
to a lawful order which rondevei! neces.sary the com}mlsory niemia which were used. 

With respect to the .allegatirm that the wairant was addressed to the wrong union, the 
Guardians find that the iwrisli officers and the clerks to tlm Justices often experience 
gTe.it dirrieiilty (owing chiefiy to the paupers’ pmqmscd retieence, and being, .as in this case, 
unable to re.-td, write, or spell) in ascertaining the phn-c of birth, or rontimied residence 
for three years, in Ireland, their only guide being a list of townland.s comprised in the 
several unions iu Ireland, and a map of the oountiy. A duplicate of tiie order was sent 
to the Giiai'dian.5 of the Wexford Union several days before the removal of the pau^XT-s 
but they remained perfectly silent on the alleged discrcpnucy. 

The Guardians dissent from the opinion of Messrs, lilarsir and Barratt, that the re- 
moval ought to have been made to the place of the Im.sbnmV.s bhrli, and not to that of the 
pauper. To warrant this course, the husband inu.st have been re.siding with his family at 
the time of the application of the Order. The Gnardian.s arc also advised that the ^Ya^- 
rant in question was in effect as prescribed by the 1st schedule to the 20th and 27th Tic., 
cap. S9, the exact form being rendered unnecessary’^, hy specific words iu the Cth section 
of the last-n.amed statute. 

With reference to the complaint that the paupers were conveyed to Ireland as deck 
pas.sengers, the officer who had charge of them states that they were, or might have been, 
between decks during the whole of their passage. 

The Guardians bog to give the a.ssnrnnce that they .are actuated by no other motive tliaa 
that of carrying out the law in a spirit of humanity and fairness ; but they legi'et that, in 
their experience I'elating to the execution of the Irish removal statutes, they have seen 
exhibited by the nutlioritie.s iu Ireland, and the press of that country, , a discourteous de- 
meanour, and an inclination, by publishing incredulous reports and sensational paragmphs, 
to provoke public scandal and to throw odium upon Boards of Guardians in England 
■who might seek to avail themselves of a law to remove the chavgoabilily of Irisli poor, 
who in this township alone cost Is. 9<f. out of 2s. Ctf. in the pound ex^wnded in the total 
relief of tlie poor.

toTLEMEN, Warrington, May 16, 186G. 

We have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 15tli instant, 
No. 10,010/66, transmitting a copy of a letter from Mr. Cleaver, 
Clerk to the Guardians of the township of Toxteth-i^ark, with obsei-- 
vations of the Guardians, commenting on our report on this removal. 

That the order was made behind the back of the pauper, was not a 
statement of oiu’selvcs, but an allegation of the pauper in her deposition 
in Ireland. Her evident untmthfulness, of which we shewed several 
instances in our report, ])reventedus from adopting her statement,beyoud 
pointing out to what extent it was corroborated by a remaikable approxi- 
mation of dates — by an jUteration in the date of the wai'rant fi'om the 
18th December to the 6tli January, and by another alteration, substi- 
tuting “ a competent penson” for the name of the pauper as the pei'son 
giving evidence. The Guai-dians’ explanation of these facts is before 
you, and if the Board consider such explanation satisfactory, it will in no 
way impeach the accuracy of our report. 

The Guardians state that “the first time 'Elizabeth Finn was taken 
before the Justices,” by which wo undemtaud the 18th December, “she 
refused to be sworn, and the statement made in her deposition, that the 
Jus'fcices declined to grant an order for her removal, is false.” This is, at 
least, a strong phrase, it being admitted that on that occasion the order 
was not gi'anted) but was “ deferred to admit of inquiry into the alleged 
settlement of the husband in England.” Granting that it was false that 
he had an English settlement, it is not now denied that the pauper had 
a husband, and that that fact was disclosed to the Justices and the 
Guardians on the 18th of December. At that stage, the inquiiy as to 
the birth settlement of the wife became, in our view, unimpoitant, and 
the inquiiy ought to have been directeil to the bh’tli settlement of the 
husband, as pointed out in onr report. 

We do not feel called upon to pursue the argument on the legal 
question, whether the husband’s absence from Ms wife, subsequent to h^ 
retrmi from America, was a case of desertion. Chief Justice^ Erle s 
definition of desertion, in the case referred to in our report, is “ an 
absenting without reasonable prospect of return.” The Guardians adduce 
our rejiort as confiimatoiy of theii* suggestion that Finn was absent from 
his wife by collusion. The fact may have been so, but nothing which we 
have wi'itten indicates it. If it be so, our argument is streng'thened j 
for the Guardians’ doctrine of collusive desertion seems to us to 
be a contradiction in terms. Possibly the Guardians, in contending, in 
another part of theii’ observations, that to warrant removal to tLe place 
of the husband’s se’ttlement “he must have been residing with Ms family 
at the time of the application of the order,” mean only that he must not 
have been absent under ciL'cionstances amounting in law to desertion. 
If they mean more than this, we can only again refer to Beg. w. All 
Saints, quoted in our report, which only differed from this in being a 
case of parent and child instead of husband and family, the principle in 
both cases being that relief given to wife or unemancipated children is 
relief given to the head of the family. 

If Oulart had been crroneonsly stated to be in the Wexford Union, 
the mistake would have been ground of appeal a.s matter of fact. ,_The 
omission to state the fact at all made the order, in our opinion, bad on 
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the face, of it, as matter of law, inasmuch as it showed no ground for 
selecting the Wexford Union rather than any other union in Ireland. 
The 6th section of the 26 & 27 Vic., c. 89, does not authorize the 
omission of essential statements, but only “ such changes in the names 
and descriptions of persons and places as the ch*cumstances of the case 
may render necessary.” 

We abstain from noticing any of the observations which do not arise 
out of our report on the pre lim inary inquiiy.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for the Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland return to you herewith tiie file of correspondence, which 
you referred to them on the 1 1th instant, relative to the removal of 
Elizabeth Finn and her four children from the township of Toxteth-park 
to the Wexford Union, in the month of January last. 

In retm*ning these papei^s, the Commissioners respectfully submit to 
their Excellencies the Lords Justices that the explanation afforded by 
the Guardians of Toxteth-park, in the letter of Mr. Cleaver to the Poor 
Law Board, is not satisfactory, and does not alter in any material degree 
the character of the proceeding complained of. 

The woman’s assertion, that she was not present on the occasion of 
the second application to the Magisti'ates, is denied, and it must be pre- 
sumed that the denial is coiTect ; but this appears to the Commissionei’s 
to be the only point in their first representation to His Excellency which 
has been successfully controverted. 

The fact now appears to be that, Elizabeth Finn refusing to be sw’om, 
no deposition was on either occasion obtained from her, and that the cii- 
cumstance of her ha^ung been born in Ireland, the place of her bhth in 
that country, and the other facts stated in tlie order, which are usually 
and necessarily (see form of examination prescribed by tlie Act S & 9 
Tic., cap, 117) derived from the pauper, were obtained from some 
“ competent wifriess,” whose name is not mentioned, and whose deposition 
has not been furnished, although applied for in due course under the pro- 
visions of the statute. This witness is said to liave been one of the 
officers of Toxteth-park, but how he was enabled to depose to such facts 
as those recited in the warrant, does not appear. 

The Guardians of Toxteth-park affirm that the d^ertion of the wife 
and children by the husband was complete, on the ground that she told 
them she did not know where he was, and that through his absence she 
and the children became chargeable. They further suggest that he was 
absent from his wife by collusion ; but this appeal’s to the Commissioners 
to be incompatible with the fact of a desertion, which, by Chief Justice 
Erie’s definition, is an absenting without reasonable prospect of 
return.” 
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If not deserted, tlie woman was not removable as being herself the 
recipient of relief, but only together with her husband ; and to his, not 
to her, place of birth in Ireland. 

The other facts which were stated in aggravation of this proceeding — 
viz., the violence used to enforce this illegal warrant, and the deck 
passage in stormy weathei*, are not denied ; nor is any allusion made to 
the fact that the husband and wife thus illegally and violently separated 
from each other, on the unfounded pretence of desertion, are now again 
living together in Liverpool.

I am directed by the Poor Lav Board to acknovledge tlie»receipt of your letter of 
the_2Sth ultimo, forwarding, by direction of Secretary Sir George Grey, a copy of a letter 
which, vith its enclosure, has been xvceived at the Home Office from the Irish Government, 
with reference to the case of the pauper Elizabeth Finn and her children. 

The Board direct me to state that tiiey have perused the letter of Sir Thomas Larcom, 
and also the communication addressed to him by the Poor Law Commissioner.? in 
Ireland. 

The Board think that it is to be regretted that, if it was considered necessary to raise 
any question as to the legality of the proceedings in the case of Elizabeth Finn, .such 
question was not raised by means of tlie appeal prescribed by section 7 of the Statute 
26 & 27 Vie., cap. 89. 

So far as the facts of the case have been disclosed to the Board in the correspondence 
which has taken place thereon, they have induced the Board to form an opinion different 
from that entertained by the Poor Lav Commissioners in Ireland. 

It appears to the Board that the Justices to whom application was made, on behalf 
of the Guardians of the township of To:iteth-parlL, for an order for the removal of Eliza- 
beth Finn to Ireland, were justified, upon the evidence adduced to them, in treating the 
pauper as a deserted wife, and, accordingly, issuing the order for which application has 
been made. 

From the Parliamentary paper, No. 288, 18C6, it will be seen that, upon examination, 
the woman >vas prnvetl to have made several xintrue statements, and the attorneys engaged 
to inquire into the case could find no sxibstantial objection to the removal, although they 
pointed out what appealed to them to be irregularity in the proceedings connected there- 
with.

The Commissioners for administei’ing the Laws for Kelief of the 
Poor in Ireland return to you herewith the file of papers referred to them 
by direction of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, on the 20th instant, 
relating to the case of Eli 2 abeth Pimi and her childi-en, who were 
removed from the Township of Toxteth Park to Wexford in the month 
of January last. 

The Commissioners regret to find from the letter of the Poor Law 
Board, dated the 11th instant, that that Board does not concur witli 
them in their ^dew of this case. 

The Commissioners submit, however, to His Excellency that if the 
removing Justices Avere justified upon tlie evidence adduced to them in 
treating Elizabeth Finn as a deserted wife, such evidence as that which 
seems to be I'eferred to has never been made knoAvn either to the Commis- 
sioners or to the GiiarcliaiLS of Wexford Union, who applied in vain to 
the Guardians of Toxteth-park for a copy of the depositions on which 
the order of removal Avas founded, and of Avhich they were entitled by 
express enactment to receiA^’e a copy. 

WhateA^er the evidence in rpiestion may have been, the truth was that 
the husband, in point of fact, had not deserted his Avife and children, and 
that, tins fact Avas made clear by the iDreliminary inquiiy condiicted with 
a view to an appeal ; Avhich appeal Avoiild probably have been prosecuted 
to a conclusion if the Avoman had not returned to England and rejoined 
her husband before the result of the incpiiiy Avas made kuoAvn. 

The Commissiouei’s further submit that the present case and the other 
similar case referred to in the twelfth paragraph of their last annual 
report combine to show that as regards Avonien deserted, or supposed to 
he deserted, the laAv of removal from England to Ireland is at present 
in a most unsatisfactory state ; inasmuch as the question of desertion is 
a question of intention on the part of the hirsband, Avhich must genemUy 
be incapable of strict proof in his absence ; and it does appeal’ to the 
Commissionei's to be a most serious defect in the laAv, or in its adminis- 
tration, that the remoAung authorities should be liable to make mistakes 
of the nature described, the effect of which is to deprive a woman and 
her children of theii' pei'sonal liberty, and send them beyond seas away 
from the country in which the husband and father is ^ill liA’ing, and 
endeaA"oui*ing to obtain by work the means of supporting them in that 
country on the fiuits of his industry. 

The Commissioners beg, at the same time, to suggest it as a matter for 
considei’ation, whether the Iuav is itself a humane one which, in the case of 
maiTied pei*sons in a humble sphere of life who have separated themselves 
from each other^ Avhether Avilfidly or through necessity, takes advantage of 
the distress of the wife to create a permanent impediment to the I’e-imion 
of the family by sending the latter beyond seas ; and in this point of Auew 
they would recommend the alteration of the law of removal from Enghmd 
to Ireland by enacting that the desertion of the Avife by her husband in 
England shall no longer be a ground for removing the Avife to hei* place 
of birth or last residence in Ireland.

prevented. The Justices niu.st dotenniue Lr themselves whether, when they a-scertuin that 
.1 family Ima been left iu such a at.nte of destitution as to ju.stify an application for parochial 
relief, and the husband or parent, as the case may he, has gouc away, there has or has not 
been ii desertion within the meaning of those statutes.

Deposition of Ellen Haley, enclosed in foregoing Report. 

EixEM Haley sworn— I left Ireland about four years ago for England. I tvas then living 
Jti service at Ivautuvit ; and iny mother, who v/as my only surviving parent, was living at 
Newcastle, in the county Limerick. I Avas horn in Limerick, but had been living with mv 
mother in Newcastle as long jus I cjxn remember. I rvent to England to join mv sister in 
London. I first obtained a sitiuitlon at Battersea, and afterwards went to another service 
a few miles ont.<iule the town of Derby. I left it about July last, and resided at Clapbam, 
where I got ill, and having lost all 1 had through illness, I went looking for employment, 
and not finding it, owing to my want of clothes, I had to apply for relief, and did so at 
the Spitalfields Union, i applied on the Friday, and on Tuesday was ordered by the Board to 
be passed to Ireland. I attended at Wonship-street Police Office wlicn the warrant Avas 
made. 1 Avas asked Avherc I Avas born in Ireland, but not Avhere I bad last resided. I was 
told I should be passed to Limerick and I made no objection. I Avas taken from Worship- 
street to the Depot, at Wapping, (No. 46. High-street), and remained there one Aveek. I 
Avas then put on board a steamer for Cork, together with a good many others, under charge 
of an officer named Colley. On our arrival at Cork we Avere taken to a lodging or depdt, 
andnext morning, at eight o’clock, I Avas put into the train, and taken to Limerick. No 
one accompanied me then, and I receW'ed no money. 

lly railway fare avis paid, and that Avas all. 

I got no copy of the Avarrant for my removal.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland tnuismit to you, herewith, for the information of His 
Excellency the Lord Lientenant, a copy of a report which they have 
received from their Inspector, Mr. Bourhe, x'elating to tlie removal of a 
Avoman named “ Ellen Haley,” from the Spitalfields Union to Ireland. 

There seems no doubt, according to the facts stated, that the woman 
was legally removable ; but it will be observed that no copy of the 
removal warrant was given to her, nor has any copy of it been received 
by the Board of Guardians of Limerick Union, and that aft<n* lier 
ai'rival in Coih she was abandoned by the person in whose custody she 
had been removed from London. 

The person entrusted Avith the removal of this woman was, no donbt, 
Mr. Frost, of High Street, Wajjping, the conduct of whose agents has 
been so frequently the subject of complaint, and some of whom have been 
prosecuted tuid couAdeted for the offence which has been committed in 
this case, viz. : the desertion of the pjuiper liefore arriving at the place of 
destination, and the Commissioners tliink, therefore, that the case is one 
which ought to be brought under the notice of the Poor LaAv authorities 
in England. 

Tlie neglect of the Officers of Spitalfields Union to fm'uish copies of 
the warrant, as they are re(piired to do by the Act of Parliament, would 
render it difficult to take any legal proceedings in this case if the 
Limerick Board of Guai-ditms were disposed to do so.

I beg to report iu the case of Ellen Haley, referred to by you, this pauper appeared 
before you at your meeting on Tuesday, the IGth October last, she being then an inmate 
of your Workhouse, where she was admitted on the I2tli of the same month, from luk 
Horn Court, Whitechapel, and ou her appearing before you was ordered to be passed, 
and on the day after I took her examination, and made out the order for her removal to 
Limerick, in Ireland. I read her examination over to her in the presence of the porter, 
Mr. Ho^yll ; .she signed it, and stated it was all true. I found that her statement made 
at Limerick differs from that sworn to before the magistrate at Worship-street Police- 
court The order was signed by tlie magistrate for her removal ; I then took her to Mr. 
Frost’s, the pass-master for the Couuty of Middlesex, No. 46, Kigh-street, Wapping, and 
delivered the pauper to him, with the two copies of the order, oue to be retained by him, 
the other to be given to the pauper on leaving the Depot, which he undertook to do. 
It is my invariable practice to send by post a copy of the order for removal under which 
the paupers are removed to the Cleric to the Guardians of the Union to which the 
pauper may be ordered to be removed, and in this particular case there are no circum- 
stances which enable me to say positively that a copy of the order -was sent to the Clerk 
to the Guardians of the Lunerick Union, but my impression is that I did send a copy of 
the order, as directed by the Act of Parliament.

Tliis woman and her four children are in the Killarney Workhouse, 
baring been admitted thereto by the Kelieving Officer of the ICillarnev 
Pi.strict, who found them in a state of utter destitution in the town of 
Killamey. 

The Removing Officer who accompanied them on the voyage from 
London desci’ted them in Cork, ha'^dng hi-st paid the train fare from 
thence to Rillarney, for the mother, Johanna Coghlin, and two of her four 
cliildreu only. I believe the I'ailway officials, out of compassion, allowed 
tlie other two children to travel free with their mother. Mrs. Coghlin 
asserts that tlie Reinortng Officer was di-unk, and treated her very badlv. 
Bhe does not know his simiame, but his Christian name is “ Peter,” and 
he has a scar on Ids fiice. She was forced to pawn some of her cloGisig 
ill Cork. 

As will be seen from the accompanying answci*s to the usual queries, 
vidch 1 obtained from her yesterday afternoon, she never had any con- 
nexion with the Listowel Union, but was born in Tuagh Parish, in the 
Killarney Union; and she states that she was not examined on oath 
before a Magistrate, and that she neitlier signed nor jilaced her mark to 
auy paj>er or depositions before her removal from the Stepney Union. 

The Removing Officer should, I think, he pi'osecuted in this case, and 
perhaps the Listowel Board of Guardians should be recommended to 
apply for a copy of the depositions on which the warrant of removal was 
granted. I fear the Killarney Guardians cannot move in it, as the 
vaiTaut was not directed to them.

Widow received out-door 
relief in Stepney Union till witliin a fortnight of her removal to Ireland. 
She refused to be received into the Stepney Workhouse. 



Ho. 4 . — Letter from the ComissroNERS to theUKDEB- 
Secrbtary of the Lord Lieutenai^t. 

Poor Law Oommission Office, Dublin, 
27th December, 1866. 

The Commissioners for adniinistei'ing the Laws for Kelief of the 
Poor in Ireland think it right to bring under the consideration of His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant the circumstances attending the removal 
of Johanna Coughlin and her fom* childi’en from the Stepney XJiiiou, 
Middlesex, to this country. 

From the observations of Mr. Horsley, Poor Law Inspector (a copy 
of which is enclosed), it •will be seen that the family were foimd in a 
state of utter destitution in the to^wn of Killamey, having been aban- 
doned by the Hemo’ving Officer in charge of them, on their arrival in 
Cork, although ■febe warrant ■under which ■they were removed required 
that they should be safely conveyed to the Listowel Union, and delivered 
at the woi’khouse of that union. 

A copy of the wan*ant has been received by the Listowel Board of 
Guardians, but no copy of the depositions on which it was panted ; and 
it ■u’ill be obseiwed that the woman denies ha^ving been examined before 
a magisti’ate pre^viously to her removal, or ha^ving signed any deposition 
whatever, and alleges that she never had any connexion "with Listowel 
It v'ili be seen also that, she complains of ill-trea'tment on the part of tlie 
Bemoving Officer. 

It appears questionable, according to Joliaima Coughlin’s statement, 
whetlier she wa.s legally removable, having resided in the same parisb 
(both before and alter hor vvidowhood) for six'teen yeare. 

llic Co'mmissionere also enclo.sc a copy of a list of querie.s and answers 
in reference to this case, mceivetl from IMr. Horsley ; and, luider iiil the 
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circumstances, tlie Commlssioiiei-s submit that it is ono -wliich requires 
furtJier investigation, and should be brought under the notice of the 
Poor Law Boai*d in England.

I am directed by the Guardians to acknowledge -the receipt pf your 
letter of 10th uli. No. 729/1 867 0, upon the subject of the removal of a 
woman named Coughlin and her foui' children from this union to Ii’e- 
land.

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It would appear from tlie copy queries and answers relative to tlie 
case, and tlie copy observations of Mr. Horsley tliereon, enclosed in your 
letter, tliat the complaint against tlie Guardians is of a three-fold nature. 

1st. That the pauper was irremovable at the time the order was made. 

2nd. That, if removable, she had been I'emoved to a wi’ong place, and 
upon an order illegally obtained ; and 

3rd. That, assuming the order were coiTect, the removal itself had 
been carried out in a discreditable maimer. 

With respect to the irremovability of the pauper, I have to shite tliat 
the residence of the pauper, when she became chargeable to this union 
was at Ho. 28, Horthey-street, Limehouse, and that she had only resided 
fom* days ivithiu the Stepney Union when she became chargeable. The 
examination of the paujier, taken on the 17th day of November last, 
before Mr. Pai*tridge, a Slagistrate at the Thames Police Court, as also 
the original order made by that gentleman for the removal of the family 
to Ireland, are sent herewith for the consideration of the Poor Law 
Board, and it will be seen from the examination that on the date when 
it was taken the paujier swore that slio had not resided in the Stepney 
Union for more than about tlii’cc weeks .since residing in the coimty of 
Kent. 

With respect to the removal of the pauper to Killarney, iustead of 
to Inagh, or Kuockaue, the Poor Law Board will perceive, from the en- 
closed examination, that when before Mr. Partridge the woman swore 
that to the best of her knowledge and belief she was bom in the first- 
mentioned parish, and this being so the Magistrate necessarily assumed 
that she was speaking the truth, and acted accordingly. The statement 
of the woman that she was not examined on oath before a Magistrate, 
and that she neither signed nor placed her mark to any paper or depo- 
sitions before her removal from this union will, it is assumed, be taken for 
what it is worth in the face of the documents enclosed. 

With respect to the statement of the pauper that she was deserted at 
Cork by the Removing Officer, who was ctniiik almost continuously, I am 
directed by the Giiarffians to state that they have made inquiries into 
the matter, and that they have reason to fear that the man, Peter Rey- 
nolds, who had charge of the case, was not a trustworthy person ; but 
tliey desire me to state that Mr. Prost, theii’ agent for canying into 
effect Irish removals, and who was the emj;loyer of the man in question, 
has undertaken that under no circumstances will he employ him again. 
Mr. Frost states, however, that tlie woman Coughlin told hhn before she 
left for Ireland that she would give all the trouble she could, aud that 
Reynolds assures him tliat she would insist upon being sent to ICillamey. 

It is perhaps proper that I should state that the delay in not replying 
cailier to your letter has been occasioned by the ilhif»s« of Mr. Fro.st, and 
his inability until lately to attend to any communications with him on 
the subject.

Coughlin having been brought before me, and application having been made to me by 
John Cuuaiagham, the Pemoving Officer of the said Guardians on their behalf, I have 
made due examination on oath, and And that the said Johanna Coughlin is of the reputed 
age of thirty-seven years, and was born in Ireland, in the parish of Killahinny, in the county 
of Kerry, now contained in the said Union of Listowel, and hath not a settlement in Eng- 
land, and is not otherwise exempt from removal from tlie s.aid Stepney Union, and that 
she hath four children, named Julia, Dartholomew, Catherine, and Mary, of the reputed 
ages of twelve years, eleven yejirs, eight years, and three years respectively, or thereabouts, 
which children are not exempt from removal from the said union; and I have seeu the 
said Johanna Coughlin and children, and am satisded that the said Johanna Couglilin and 
cliildren are in such a state of health as not to be liable to suffer bodily or mental injury 
by the removal. 

These are, therefore, to require yon, the Guardians of the Poor of the Stepney Union, to 
cause the said Johanua Coughlin, with her family, to be safely conveyed to the said Union 
of Listowel, and to bo delivered at the workhouse of such union.

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No. S. — Letter from the Poor Law Commissioners to the 
Boahb of Guardians of ICillarney Union. 

Poor Law Coniuiission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, March, 21, 1867. 

The Cominiissioiiers for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to inform the Board of Guardians of Killarney 
Union that the case of a woman named Johanna Coughlin, who was 
some time since admitted into the w'orkhouse of that union with her foux 
children, having been brought pmder tho notice of the Commissioners by 
Mr. Horsley, and it appearing from the woman’s statements that they 
had been illegally remo^^ed from England, and that the removal, even if 
legal, had been canied out in au improper manner, the family having 
been neglected and deserted by the Removing Officer before they arrived 
at the place of xdtimate destination. Tlie Commissioners have made 
inquiry on the subject, and they now enclose, for the information of the 
Board of Guardians, a copy of correspondence, which has been for- 
warded to them by direction of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
between the Poor Law Board in England and the Board of Guai’dians of 
Stepney Uniou,. from which it appears that all . the statements made by 
Johanna Coughlin, excepting tliat which relates to her desertion by the 
Removing Officer, are without foundation.

1 ,— General Regulations for carrying into offoot the 
“ Diseases Prevention Act, 1835." 

To the GuAnniAKS of the Poor of each of tlio IJmoiis in Trehmcl, and 
the Omtoers tlioreof, the Committees of Management of the several 
Dispensary Districts situate in each sucli Union; to the Medical 
O n’ICEHS of such Dispensary Districts; and to all whom it may 



CtUlDUlll. . 

We, tlie Conimissioiiers for adininisterhig the Laivs for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland do horehy rescind every Order heretofore issued by us 
under the provisions of oeitain Acts respectively entitled “ The Nuisances 
Removal and Diseases Prevention Act, 18-I8," and “The Nuisances 
Removal and Diseases Prevention Amendment Act, 1849, wnich smcl 
Acts have boon repealed. , ^ , 

And wliereas by lui Order of tireir Excellencies tlie Lords Justices and 
Privy Council in Ii’ola.ndj liciiring date the 17th dtiy «>f August, 18(56, it 
is ordered and divected tliat the provisions contained m a ceitaiii Act 
entitled » The Diseases Prevention Act, 1855," as amended by the Act 
23 mid 2-1 of Her present l^Iajesty, cap. 77, entitled “ An Act to amend 
the Acts for the Removal of Hnisances and the Prevention of 
and as further amended hy an Act entitled “ The Sanitary Act, 1866, ha 
put in force throughout the Avhole of Ireland. * , i 

And whereas hy the provisions of the said « Sanihiiy Act, I860, it 
is enacted that the CommiHsionevs for administermg the Laws tor i.eliet 
of the Poor in Ireland shall he the autlioiity in Ireland for issuing regu- 
lations to cany the provisions of the said “Diseases Prevention Act, 
1855,” amended as aforesaid, into execution. 

How, therefore, in exercise of the authority vested m us as aforesaid, 
we, the said Commiasioners, do issue the following directions and i-egula- 
tions : — 

PrelimiiucrU’ 



I. The Guardians of the Union shall, at then- in-st weekly meeting 
after tlie receipt of this Order, make, or oonhi-m, if they shaU 
have been already made, such preliminary ai-raugemente as may, 
if sudden need shidl arise, enable the foUmraig regulations to be 
eai-ried into immediate efieet; and shall take steps to seenre pos- 
session of such buUdinga or axmi-tments as may bo used, il neces- 
sary, as cholera hospitals, or for any other of the purposes here- 
inafter set forth. 



When Gholem is in a Union. 

II. Each dispensary district of the said union shall he a district for 
the treatment of persons afflicted hy or threatened with clailera. 
Ill The Committee of Management of each dispensary district shall 
' art as a Sanitary Committee mider tiie said “ Diseases Prevention 
Act;” and such Committee, and each member thereof, and every 
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Orders : — “ Diseases Prevention Aci^ 1855.” [App. C, I 

Medical Officer, Relieving Officer, and Warden, Avithin sucli dis- 
trict, shall, \vitliin tlieir respective districts, aid the Guardians of 
the Poor in the execution of the directions and regulations 1161*0111 
issued, or which may hereafter be, issued by us in this behalf. 

IV. The Metlical Officers of the sevenil dispensary districts shall be 
Medical Officers for the treatment of ]>atieiits afflicted by or 
threatened with cholera within such districts respectively, and 
shall receive extra remuneration for .such services in proportion 
to the nature iind extent thereof. 

V. Every such Medical Officer shall give immediate attendance and 

medicine to all pei-sons within his di.stricb cornplainin*-' of 
diarrhcea, looseness of bowels, or cliolem., who may apply to 
him, either in person or oUierwisc, for advice or assistaiioc' 
■without requiring the production by .such person of a ticket for 
medical relief or attendance j and shall give daily attendance at 
the dispoiisaiy of the district at such hours as the Committee 
shall direct. 

VI. Each such Sanitary Committee in tlie said union, sliall hold a 
meeting once in each week, on the day of the week next before 
the meeting of the Board of Guardians, not being Sunday j and 
the Coniniittee may adjo\irn any meeting to any day earlier than 
the next weekly day of meeting, if they sliairdccin it nece-Si^aiy 
to do so; and an extraordinary meeting may be convened, in 
case of emergency, on any other day, by any two members of tlie 
Committee, or by a Medical Officer of the district and the Ohair- 
man, Vice-Chairman, Honorary Seci’etary, or Assi.stant Secretiirv. 

VII. Every such Medical Officer shall lay before the Baiiitaiy Com- 
mittee of the district, at each weekly meeting thereof, a statement 
in the Form A to this Order annexed, showing in the .separate 
columns tlie number of cases of looseness of bowels or diarrhcea, 
and of cholom, ti*eiited by him during the preceding week, mth 
the I’esult thereof, whetlicr tcjvminating in I'oeovery or death, or 
whether still conthimng under treatment, and distinguishing all 
new cases of each description. 

VI‘II. The Sanitary Committee .sliall foi-thwith c<-)minuiiicate a co})}' 
of each such return to the Guardians of the Union, 

IX. The Clerk to the Guardians shall foitliwith transmit to us, the 
said ConimLssiouers, a summary of such retxirns in tlie Form B to 
this Order annexed. 

X. Every such Medical Officer shall inalce to us a daily return in the 

same Form A, of the cases of dianfficea and cholera occuiTing in 
his district. 

XI. The Board of Guardians shall caxxse to be prepared and posted irp 
in all public places tliroughout each dispensary district in the 
miion, a notice according to the f(xrm hereunto annexed, stating 
the situation of the dispensary, and the name and residence of the 
Medical Ofiicer or Officers tliei-eof, and recomuieuding all pei’sous 
to obtain medical advice who may he affected as Moresaid. 

XII. The Board of Guai'diaus of the XJnion, and the Sauitaiy Oom- 
luittee of each dis])ensary district, in which any poor persons may 
he attacked -with diarrhcea or cholera, shall cause the dwellings in 
which such persons may have been seisHid xvith such disease to be 
thoroughly cleansed, puiified, and disinfected, and all nuisances 
to he removed therefrom, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
said Acts, and if nccessaiy at the charge of tlie i-ates of the elec- 
toral division in which the dwellings may be situated. 
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XIII- 111 every dispensary district in wliicli cliolera shall be ceHificd 
by the Medical Officer or Medical Officers to prevail as an epide- 
mic, the Guartlians of the 'Union containing such district, shall, 
for the purpose of thoroughly disiofecting clothes, bedding, or 
other things reejuiring a jirfxiess of disinfection by means of heat, 
provide a proper chamber with suitable apparatus, to which the 
relatives of all persons who havo suffered from cholera may biing 
such clothes, bedding, or other things, for the purpose of being ao 
disinfected; and in every such tli.strict the Guardimis shall pro- 
■vide such medical aid and such accommodation for persons afflicted 
by or thi'eatened ■^dth cholera as may be reqiiired; and shall 
like^vise provide for the visitation ffom liouse to house of the 
mhabitants of such diatiict, by employing and providing with all 
requisite medicines a sufficient number of qualified medical }irac- 
titioners and assistants to make such visitation daily in the said 
district, and to supply remedies to persons found to be suffering 
from cholera or diarrhoea, as the case may be. 

XIV. In the event of the fatal termination of any case of cholera in 
the dwelling of any poor peiiion, the body of tlie deceased pfi*sou 
shall be removed for interment as speedily {is may be ; and if, 
ffom the poverty of the occupiers of any such dwelling, they 
should be unable to provide for such interment, the Board of 
Guarditins shall, iu such case, be and arc hereby authorized to 
defray the expense necessarily incuired for this pm'pose, and to 
charge the same on the rates of the electoral cUidsion. 

XV. If any Board of Guai-dians shall be informed that cbolera or 
choleraic diarrhcea exists, or witliiu tlmee days previously has ex- 
isted, in any ship or vessel, not belonging to Her Majesty or any 
foreign government, which may be lying witlun their union, they 
shall cause the same to be forthwith visited, inspected, and other- 
wise dealt with, according to the circumstances of the ctise, as if 
it weix3 an iiilialfited house on shore, and shall give all such 
medical and other directions in reference to the pemons in siich 
vcs.sel or sliip as shall be requisite for preventing tbe spread of 
the disease, and for the disinfection or dispo.sal of any things which 
may be infected or may have been exposed to iniection, subject 
always to the provisions of any Order of Council issued under the 
Quarantine Laws for the time being in force within such union. 

XVI. And we do hereby authorize and require the Board of Guar- 
dians of the said Union to do ah acts, matters, and things neces- 
sary for superintending and carrying into execution the foregoing 
directions and regulations, as soon as may he after the I'eceipt of 
this our Order.

Ill case medical advice be not at hand, — or if in addition to looseucas of bowels or 
diarrIuE;!, any person be atracked 'vvitli vomiting, cramps, or great weakness, let him go 
at once to bed, vrap himself in warm blankets, roll a swathe of warm flannel, sprinkled 
witii hot sphits of tiu'peiitine or whisky, closely round tlie body, extending from the cliest 
to the hips, and take a teaspoon-full of brandy or whisky in a little Avater, with fifteen 
drops of laudanum, repeating it every hour if the attack be not checked, until a third dose 
lias been taken. He ought not to venture further in the use of laudanum, Avithout medical 
advice. 

If .any person be affected Avith vomiting, purging, or cramps, and in consequence be 
unaiile to go out, let him cUrect some person to apply, — dtiier at the dispensary, if within 
the liours above named for attendance at the dispensary, — or at the Medical Oflieur’s re- 
sidence, if at any other time, or when the dispensary is not open 5 giving the name and 
residence of the patient, and re<iuesting an inunediate Aisit from the Medical OOicer.

And whereas by the provisions of the “ Sewage Utilization Act, I860, 
it is among other things provided that the expenses incurred in carrying 
out that Act in any town or village for Avhich the Guardians are the 
Sewer Authoiity, shall be charged only on the Electoral Division in 
which such town or village is situate, and it is therefore not nec^saiy 
to make any order in that behalf j but by the Sanitary Act, 1866, it is 
provided that the expenses incurred under the Nuisances Removal Act, 
and likewise the expenses incurred under the Disease.? Prevention Act, 
shall be charged to the Union or any Electoral Division or Electoral 
Divisions thereof, in surii manner as the Poor Law Co m un s sioneis shall, 
from time to time, by General Orders applicable to classes of cases, or 
by Order in any particular case direct :

The Commissioners for administering the- Laws for Relief of the Poor 
ill Ireland desire to call your attention to their cu'cnlor of the 21st of 
March, 1862, relating to the annual appointment of Dispensaiy Com- 
mittees and Wardens, and to the extracts from previous circulars, 
appended thereto ; and they request that you will take the necessary 
steps, as pointed out in the circular referred to, to place before the Board 
of Guardians, after the next annual election, a correct list of the membei's 
of the Board entitled to be members of the respective Dispensary Com- 
mittees in the Union. 

As soon as the Committee shall have been completed for any D^pen- 
saiy District, the Guardians should fix a day for the first meeting of 
such Committee, for the. special purpose of appointing their Honorary 
Officer's for the current year, in accordance with articles 6 and 6 of the 
Dispensary Regulations, and you should give notice thereof to each 
member of the Dispensary Committee, in accordance ■with articles 10 and 
12 of the Dispensary Regulations. 

A form for the return of officers of the several Dispensary Committees 
in the Union ■will be forwarded to you in due course.

Tlie Commissioners for administering tlie Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland Imre had occasion to consider the two lists of mediomas 
marked respectively (A) and (B), copies of which were forwai'ded to the 
Board of Guardians on the 4th of July, 1862 ; the list marked A being 
mtended to assist the Board of Guardians in reference to the estimates 
of Medical Officers and requisitions of Dispensary Committees for 
medicines for use at the dispensaries; and the list marked B being 
mtended for parties tendering for medicine.s to insei-t the prices at which 
they wUl undertake to supply them. 

The Commissioners think it desn-able that in future the foUoiving 
medicines, wlrich have hitherto been mcliided in the list A only, should 
he transfeiTed to and form part of the contract list (B) ; and they request 
that the Guardians will bo so good as to hare this done in any lists 
which may remain on hands, and in future repiints they will bo

No. 3 . — Sanitary Precautions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Duhlin,

The Oommissionei*s for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland deshe to diuw the attention of the Board of Guardians to their 
circular letter of the 22>rd Av<gust and 4i/i Noveinhev last respectively, 
on the apprehended possibility of an invasion of cholera, pointing out 
the powera and duties of the Guardians under the Nuisances Beraoyal 
and Diseases Prevention Acts, and likewise under the Sewage Utilization 
Act of 1865. _ . . 

Although there may not he any imminent danger, at tins time, oi 
Ireland being visited by an epidemic of cholera, it seems desii'able on 
account of recent occurences at Liverpool and Queenstown, and on hoard 
emigiant ships which have lately sailed from the Mersey, to call the 
attention of the Guardians to the necessity of a vigilant exercise of then* 
ordinary permanent powers, under the statutes above mentioned, iii 
regard to the sanitary condition of every part of the Union which is 
under tlieir control in tliis respect. 

The circulars referred to are of so recent date that it is not necessary 
under existing circumstances to do more than refer to tliem,* and agam 
to request the attention of the Guardians to the subject.

The Gommissiouers for achninistering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Irelamt clesii’e to draw the attention of the Board of Gimrdians to the 
probability that the epidemic cholera, now piavailing in Loudon Liver- 
pool and other places in Upland, may, before long, extend to this 
countiy, and to the gi'oat iiiiportanoe of taking timely measures of 
pirecaution in anticipation of such a vdsitation. 

With this view the Commissioners enclose copies of t^vo choukr.s 
dated re,spectively the 19th October, 1852, and the 23rd August, ISGo* 
pointing out the powers and duties of Boards of Guardians under the 
Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, and desh-e to urge 
upon the Board of Guardians the propriety of puttmg actively in force 
the powers wliich they possess under tho.se Acts, as expjlained in the 
cii'cnlai'S in question.

No. 5 . — Cholera — ^Reports from Dispensary Medical 
Ofpicers. 

Poor Law Commission Office, DubUn, 
S'E. 2nd August, ISfiC. 

The Commissioners for administeiing the Laws for Relief of tlie 
Poor in Ireland have now positive indications of the existence of Cholera 
in Ii*eland. 

In the event ot any case of Asiatic Cholera ailsing in your District, 
the Commissioners request that you ■will at once commimicate the par- 
ticulars of the case in a repoi't directly addressed to them. 

In addition to the symptoms of the case and the I’esult of the treat- 
ment, the Commissioners are desirous of being informed, "witli respect to 
the cirses first apjiearing in any Di.striet, whe'fchei' the persons affected, or 
any of those witli whom they have lived or associated, have, within any 
slioi't time pi’C'viously, been oitt of the District, and if so, in what pai*ti- 
culai* localities, whether in Ireland or elsewhere ; and they request that 
you w'ill be good enough to add any other facts which may appear' to 
^ tracing a connection between the case and any other case 
of Cliolei*a, or any locality affected by that disease ; or which would, on 
■fclie other hand, "tend to show that the disease had arisen without any 
such connection.

Tlie Commis.sioners transmit to you lierewitb, for tlie information 
of tbe Board of Guardians, a copy of «T3ie Sanitary Act, 1S6G” (29 and 
30 Vic., c. 90), wliicb received tlie royal assent on tlie 7tli instant. 

Tliis Act repeals tbe Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention 
Acts of 1848 and 1849, and amends and applies to Ireland the xirovi- 
sions of the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts of 1855 
and 1860. It also contains some amendments of the Sewage Utilization 
Act of 1SG5.

No. 7 . — Diseases Prevention Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sis, 2Sth August, ISGG, 

The Commissioners for administeruig the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland send lierewitb an Order under their seal,* setting forth 
ceitain regulations to be observed under the Order in Council of the 17th 
instant, whereby the provisions of “The Diseases Prevention Act, 
1855,” have been put in force tlu'oiighout Ireland for a period of si.v 
months. 

“The Sanitary Act, 18GC,” by which the provisions of “The Dise.oses 
Prevention Act" are extended to Ireland, is akeady in the hands of the 
Board of Guardians, and the Commissioners are preparing to furnish 
them with a further publication of that Act, together vatli the several 
parts of Acts incorporated with it, including certain poiiions of the 
“Diseases Prevention Act, 1855,” and the Acts amending it. 

For the present purjiose, however, it is sufficient to state in the terms 
of the statute itself, the several objects for which the CominiiKioners are 
authorized to issue such directions and regulations as are contained iu 
the present Order. 

Those objects are defined to be — 

“ For the speedy interment of the dead ; for house to house 
visitation ; for the dispensiug of medicines, guarding against the 
spread of disease, and affording to persons afflicted by or tlneat- 
encd vdth such epidemic, endemic, or contagious diseases, such 
medical aid and such accommodation as may be reipiired." 

Certain parts of Ireland having been declared, by the Order in Council, 
to be now affected by or threatened with the disease called Cholera, 
although a very large majority of the Poor Law Dnions are still free 
from it, the regulations in the present Order necessarily fall imdcr two 
different heads, one of which is applicable to unions not yet visited by 
the disease, and the other to unions in which cholera is known to be 
prevailing. 

To the first class of unions, under the head entitled Frelimhiary^* 
the fii^ only of the sixteen regulations applies, requii’ing the Guardians, 
at their first meetiag after the receipt of tiie Order, to make all the ne- 
* See page 161. 
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cessary arrangements beforeliand, wliicli may enable the remaiiimg pro- 
visions to be carried into eifoct at once, on tbe actual appearance of 
Cholera in the union. 

Already these arrangements, so far as they regard the provision of 
hospital accommodation to be used on the possible appearance of Cholera 
have been taken into consideration by most of the Boards of Guardians 
ill Irela,nd, in pursuance of cii’culars issued from this de))artmeut ‘ and as 
the Unions, \vith very few exceptions, are each provided with an Hos- 
pital for the reception and treatment of dangerous contagious disease 
the additional accommodation likely to be wanted will not probably lie 
considei'ed, in the first instance, to be veiy extensive. The ultimate ex- 
tent will, of coui'se, depend upon the pi-ogrcss qf the disease, if it sliould 
unfortunately break out. 

A very small proportion of the Fever Hospital accommodation being 
at present occupied by fever patients, it will be a gi'eat protection to the 
inhabitants of the central town of tlio Union, and to the inmates of the 
Workhouse itself, if a wai’d on each side of the detached building used 
for fever patients, be appropriated to the reception of cholera patients, 
brouglit either from the Workhouse or from elsewhere ; but in no ease 
should cholera patients be introduced into the same wards where pa- 
tients suftering from other diseases are under treatment, or into parts of 
the building occupied by healthy inmates. Withm the Woikhouse 
itself, however, it will be found most useful to set apart one or juoro 
rooms for the sepai-ate ti-eatment of inmates who are kno^m to be 
affected with diandicea, such patients being required to kee]) then* beds 
until perfectly recovered ; or, on the case passing into cholera, to be 
removed, if practicable and -svith safety, to the cholera wards of the 
Fever Hospital. 

The above relates merely to the part of the Order which is under the 
head Frelhnvutr^,^' consisting of Hegulation I. 

Under the second heading entitled “ Whm Cholera is in the Union," 
the remainder of the regulations become appliaible. 

So far as relates to the “ dispensing of medical aid,” the Guardians 
will find that the present regulations difier but little from those ctf 1864-, 
tlie Poor Law Unions and Dispensary Districts affording now, as then, 
an organization which is very readily adapted, with some modifications, 
to the prevention of the sjmead of cholera, and to the effectual treatment 
of that disease, and especially of the premonitory symptoms which 
usually precede its attacks on individuals, the proper treatment of wliich 
in time, has the effect of preventing its further development. 

Under the Medical Charities Act, medical i*elief is obtainable only 
for the poor by means of tickets, signed by certain aiithoi'ized persons; 
but by paragraph V. of this Order, the entire population, in places 
where cholera prevails, is at once entitled to medical advice and medicine, 
free of charge, in every case of complaint of tho bowels. 

On the last invasion of cholera, in 1854, the adoption of similar regu- 
lations resulted in the treatment of 40,680 cases of disease in the 
districts in which cholera on that occasion made its appearance, and tlie 
number of such cases which passed into the cholera stage were 6,619 
only, resulting in 3,488 deaths. 

There are, however, in the recent Act— “the Sanitary Act, 1866”— 
some new powers confeiTed on Boai’ds of Guardians, the exercise of some 
of wliich is regulated by the provisions of the present Order, more es- 
pecially those contained in paragraph XIII. 

The fia'st of these is the new power given for the purpose of disin- 
fecting infected clothing, bedding, and other articles. Where the 
ordinaiy disinfectants are not sufficient, and the use of great heat is 
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necessary to disinfect such articles tliorouglily, the Guardians are au- 
thorized by this paragraph to incur the expense of a hot-ah room, \rith 
the proper appaiutus and attendance, to disinfect by heat any articles 
brought for the purpose free of charge. 

By the second branch of the same regulation the Guardians are re- 
quired to provide for pei’sons afflicted by ‘^or threaimed luiih all 

such medical aid and such accommodation os may be required. These 
are the words of the Diseases Prevention Act already quoted; and it is 
observable that in the regulations issued by the Lords of the Pri\y 
Coimcil in England, they ai*e distinctly construed as including a power 
to provide accommodation for tlie friends of persons who have suffered 
cholera, so as to enable healthy occupants of infected houses to be re- 
moved to a temporary place of refuge until the prendses have been 
thoroughly purified and disinfected 

In virtue of these pro-\dsions the Commissioners understand that, in 
the Parish of Liveiqmol, a house of refuge is provided for such parties at 
the expense of the Poor Kates. 

The third branch of the regulation, contained in paragraj)h XIII., 
relates to the establishment of a system of visitation from house to 
house, to be conducted by a staff of qualified practitioiiei*s and assistants. 

As, the operations req\iired by this paragraph may be so canned out as 
to involve considerable expense, the Guardians will observe that these 
several requirements are limited to the case where cholera has been cer- 
tified to prevail as an epidemic. The Guardians, however, possess the 
power to exercise the same functions under all cii'cumstances dming the 
time for which the Order in Council may continue in force. 

“The Sanitary Act, 18G6,” has confeined upon the Guardians other 
powers not referred to here, which will be the subject of fiu'ther com- 
munication in due course from the Commissioners. They think it right, 
however, at once to apprise the Guardians that tliey have now authority, 
complete and permanent, to appoint and pay from the Poor Kates, one 
or more Sanitary Inspectors or Inspectors of Nuisancos, for those por- 
tions of the Union wliich are under their jurisdiction as the Nuisance 
Authority.

No. 10. — Sanitary Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublhi, 
12th September, 1866. 

Adverting to then- cu-cular letters of the 13th and 28th irltimo, the 
Coinmis.sioner.s for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland 
forward Irerewuth, for tlie use of each Board of Grrardrans, a further copy 
of the “ Sanitary Act, 186 6,” printed together with all the previous Acts 
or irarts of Acts iircorporated with, or referred to in, that Act, so far- as 
the prolusions thereof are made applicable to Ireland. 

The Guardians, therefor-e, Lave now before tlrem the whole text of the 
Samtai’y Laws at present irr force in this corrntiy, arranged in the order 
which appeared to he most convenient for reference. 

The various Local Authorities charged with the peiformance of public 
duties under these enactments, have now each theii’ several functions 
assigned with sufficient clearness, and it is of the flist impoi-tance that 
each should attend to the duty, for the right and full discharge of wHch 
it is made exclusively responsible. 

The^ Local Authorities referred to are, in Ireland, only three — Town 
CoimcUs, Town Commissioners, and Boards of Guardians. The two 
former, in all placffi where they exist, are made the Nuisance Authority 
and Sewer Anthoilty for tho district under their I'espective jurisdictions j 
in aU other places the powers of the Sewer Authority, and tho.se of the 
Nuisance Authority, ai-e vested in the Board of Guardians of the Dnion 
in which such places are situate. The powers which relate to sewers 
and nuisances are both permanent, and demand a steady and continuous 
coui*se of action from the several bodies, to wliich they have been 
intrusted; and iuider the present law, not only the Town Council and 
Town Commissioners, but the Board of Guardians also, have the power 
of appointing and paying such Inspectors of Nuisances as may be re(juired 
in theii* respective districts, the expenses incurred being payable from 
the borough fund, the town-rate, or from the poor-rates, as the case 
may be. 

There are other functions of a like perraaneht nature ansing under the 
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“ Public Health Act, ISIS,” “The Local Govemiuent Act, 1858,” and 
the “Local Government Act, 1858, Amendment Act, 1861,” the neces- 
saiT extracts from which Acts will be found in the present compilation. 

these latter powers, like tho.se under the Sewage Acts, and tlie Nui- 
sances Acts, must be exercised in each locality by the Town Council, 
To\^m Couimissioners, or Board of Guai’dians within whose jrmisdiction, 
as Sewage and Nuisance Authority, such locality may be situate. The 
bomidaries of the respective district are well defined and notorious, so 
that no difiiculty or confusion can arise in that respect ; and each body 
intrasLed -with these several clas-ses of permanent powers will be expected 
to exercise them within its ovn distnet, and no othei*, and to provide 
for the expenditure incidental to its proceedings from the funds under 
its own control. 

There is one class of powers created by these Acts which belong 
exclusively to the Boards of Guaa'dians throughout the whole country, 
and which, in the nb.sen.ee of any dh’ection to the contraiy from the Lord 
Lieutenant in Privy Council, must be exercised by the Guardians of the 
Union alone, although tlie Union may contain places governed by Town 
Council or To^vn Commissioners. These are tlie temporaiy and occa- 
sional powers created by the issue of an Order in Council, imder the 
Diseases Prevention Act, at a time when tlie country is \nsited or 
threatened by cholera, or any other form of fever or pestilence. These 
powers relate to the treatment of the sick, the interment of the dead, 
and otlier matters, and are at the pre.sent time in force under the Order 
in Council, dated 17 th August lust, for six months from that date. 

It is under the Diseases Prevention Act alone that the Poor Law 
Commissioners are called on to issue Directions and regulations prescrib- 
ing the mode in which the Guardians, Dispensary Committees, and Union 
Oliicers should severally act in executing such tempoitny powers. An 
oixler containing such regulations is at present in force throughout Ire- 
land, dated 25th August, 1S6C. 

It seems unnecessaiy to refer at greater length to the many and vaiious 
powei-s conferred upon Boards of Guardians by the “ Sanitaiy Act, 
1866,” and the othei’ Acts or parts of Acts incorporated with it. 

Occasion will, no doubt, lu-ise from time to time, for correspondence 
between the Commissioners and the Guardians, a.s to the mode of carrying 
out the law in tlio.se districts which are under the jiu’isdiction of the 
Guardians, and the Coimnissioiiem and their inspectors will be prepai'ed 
to render any assistance they can to the Guardians in the execution of 
their powem on all occasions when they maj’- be enabled to do so.

No. 11 . — Mode of Changing Expenses undeh Sanitary Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 17th October, 1866. 

Tlie Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland fonvard herewith a General Order * ^sued by them under 
the provisions of the Saniih.iy Act, 1866, prescribing the mode in which 
cei’tain items of expenditure, incurred imder the authority of that Act, 
are to be charged in the accounts of the Board of Guardians. Such

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expenditure muy be incurred either directly by the Board of Guardians 
or through the agency of some committee appointed either for the pur- 
poses of the Sewage Utilisation Act, the Wuisauces lleinoral Acts* or 
tlie Diseases Pi'evention Act. ’ 

It is of much importance that the functions of these several committees 
should be exorcised by the body to which they legally belong, and by no 
other; for not only might the legality of expenditure, conducted by a 
MTong agency, be brought in question, but the area of chargeability as 
will be seen by the terms of the sealed order, rvill depend on the ques- 
tion, under what provision of the law, and through what particular 
agency, it has taken place. 

In order to avoid confusion, as far as j>ractioable, the Ooirmiissioners 
have defined the agency of the Dispensary Committee of Manacement ti) 
be that of “ The Sanitary Committee,” whose fnnotion is to Lsist the 
Guardians in caiTymg out the purposes of the “ Diseases Prevention 
Act,” when cholera is in the Union. Any Committee appointed by the 
Gmu-diiuis, acting as Sewer Authority, should, therefore, for distinction’s 
sake, as weU as in conformity with the language of tlie Act of Paadiameat 
be called, not the “ Sanitaiy Committee,” but the “ Sewer Committee’’ 
of the Union, or other district within the Union for which it may be 
appointed. Similarly, and for the same reasons, any Committee appointed 
by the Guardians, acting as Nuisance Authority imder the Niiisanees 
Eemoval Acts, should be called the “Nuisance Committee” for the union 
or other distiict within the union for wliich it may he appointed. ’ 

None of these Committees are accounting bodies, but agents merely, 
arting for the Board of Guardians who must accormt with the eleotoral 
divisions of the union for expenditure conducted through such agencies, 
in the same way as for expenditure directly meurred by the Board itself; 
such expenditm-e being subject to the inspection and authority of the 
Auditor of the Union, in the same manner as the Poor Law Belief 
Expenditure. 

It is desirable, therefore, that as far as possible, the sums expended 
under the Sanitaiy Act should be paid by order of tlie Board of Guar- 
dians, by cheque on their Treasurer, to the parties entitled to receive 
them. 

If under any sudden emergency or necessity of an iu*gent kind, cash 
should be placed at the dispo.sal of a Committee, or any member or 
members thereof, it ivill at once be apparent that proper vouchers for 
the disbursement of all sums should be obtained and presei-ved, and finally 
deposited with the Clerk of the Union, for the purpose of being submitted 
to the Auditor when auditing the accounts.

No. 12 . — Mode of Chaeqing Expenses dndee the Sanitaet Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
7th November, 1866. 

In the Commissioners’ Order of the 12th ultimo, directions arc given 
as to the mode of charging expieuses imder the Sanitaiy Act of 1866, 29 
& 30 Vic., 0 . 90, as follows : — 

Expenses imder the “Sewage Utilization Act, 1866,” to the 
particular electoral division in which they were incurred. 

Expenses under the Nuisance Bemoval Acts, to the eleotoral 
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division wdtliin and for wliicli sncli expenses were incuiTed, iml^ss 
the Commissioners, by special order, shall otherwise direct. 

Expenses under the Diseases Prevention Act, to the clispensaiy 
disti’ict on account of which they were incun*ed. 

The Commissioners now desire to give further instructions as to the 
mode of dealing with these expenses in the union accounts. 

Expenses under the Nuisance Hemoval Acts have been hithei’to usually 
included under the head of “ Elections, Law, and other Expenses,” biit 
in some cases they have been included with the expenses under the 
Medical Chaiities Acts. 

As the powers of Boards of Guardians have heen much extended by 
the Sanitary Act of 1866, and there is a probahility of an increased and 
permanent expenditure for sanitary purposes, it is tliought desirable tliat 
such expenses sliould in future be kept separate, both from the ordinary 
poor law and from the medical charities expenses, and in order likewise 
to ensure uniformity in the mode of keeping the accounts. 

An account, therefore, should be opened in the ledger headed “ Ex- 
penses under the Sanitary Acts,” the expen.ses incurred being entered on 
the Debit side, and the apportionment of the charge to the electoral 
division or electoral divisions, or dispensary district, as the case may be, 
on the Credit side, thus balancing the account. 

The total charges, as appoi*tioned to the electoral divisions, to be 
entered in the Half-yearly Abstract (Form 5 b), in a column imme- 
diately following that provided for expenses under the Rcgisti’ation 
Acts, ■with a note at foot classifying the exj^encliture under the several 
heads thereof. 

The Oommissionei*s forward herewith, for your information, a copy of 
Form 5 a & b, containing the additional column for the exj^enses in 
question.

No. 13 . — Importation of Old Clothing. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sib, 16th November, 1866. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have to state, for the information of the Guardians 
of Union, that sever^ applications have been made to tliem 

for their views regarding the proposal to stop the trade in second-hand 
clothing, imported from England to Ireland during the prevalence of 
choleiu in that country ; and this subject having been brought \mder 
consideration in the Poor Law Unions in Ireland by the GuartUans of 
Waterford Union, the Commissioners have determined to issue the pre- 
sent circular, -with an extinct from a letter to the Clonmel Board, ex- 
pressing their views upon the matter.

Extract referred to. 

“The Commissioners for administering the Laws for PLeltef of the Poor in. Ireland have 
before them the resolution of the Guardians of Cloi.mel Union, adopting the views ex- 
pi-ea-ed in a resolution of the Guardians of Watoifurd Union, relating to the importation 
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of second-liaud clothing from places in Englaud in Avdiidi cholera at present prcvaila inrl 
requesting the attention of the Commissioners to the subject. ^ ‘ 

“ The resolution in question is as follows:— ‘Tliat a memorial be forwarded to the 
Lord Lieutenant, stating the great danger which exists from tiie importation of old 
clothes to this country from different parts of England, more particularly from the 
neighbourhood of Hoandscliteli, in the City of London, in which cholera has been ven’ 
prevalent, and praying that an Order in Council may be issued, prohibiting the importa’- 
tion into Ireland of old clothes from places in England where cholera prevails, during its 
prevalence, on the same principle as an order was issued prohibiting the importatiou of 
cattle, fresh hides, hoofs, horns, &c,, during tlie prcvale nee of rinderpest.’ 

“ The Commissioners do not know on what ground it is apprehended that second-hand 
clothing imported from the vicinity of Hoimdsditch, in London, is infected by cholera so 
ns to create a danger of spreading the disease in Ireland. ’ 

“ Such second-hand clothing is collected from the metropolis, or, perhaps, from the 
country at large, and although some of the collectors and exporters thereof may be resi- 
dents of Houudsditch, there is no reason on that .account to suppose tliat clothin-'^ infected 
by disease is disposed of to those persons, the sale of clothing which lias been exposed to 
infection being proliibited bylaw, and the offence made punishable by a fine of £5. 

“The trade in second-hand clotliing, imported from England, has existed on a very 
large scale in Ireland, with much benefit to the poorer part of the population, for a great 
many yeai-s, including all the visitations of cholera since that disease first made its appear- 
ance in Europe; but no instance has been established, so far as the Commissioners are 
aware, of the disease being propagated by second-hand clothing impoi-ted into this countrv 
froin infected places in England, or from elsewhei’e. 

^ ‘‘ The measures recently adopted, not only to jirohibit the importation of cattle, but to 
dUInfect the clothes of cattle drovers, as measures of precaution against the introduction 
of the cattle plague, afford no precedemt for tlie present proposal, the circumstances beinir 
different in all respects. “ 

^ ‘‘In the first place, the cattle plague is a highly contagious disordei-, and was believed 
in England to have been communicated tbrough the medium of human clothing from one 
district to another; and all importation of cattle, hides, &c., into Iieluiul having been 
proliibited, it was very natural that a system of disinfecting the clothes of drovers should 
be est.ablishcd for further security agnimst tlie introduction of the plague. But, in the 
case of cholera, person.s coming from infected districts are freely permitted to enter the 
county, and are frequently doing so with the disea.se upon them, and have sometimes died 
from it soon after landing in Ireland. 

• therefore, the sale of clothing not known to be infected would be a feeble 

kind of protection against cholera, while persons having the disease upon them are allowed 
to land and circulate freely through the country. 

‘‘ In the case of a medical man or other person who has been in attendance on a cholera 
patient, whether in a hospital or in a private dwelling, there is not a siuspicion merely, but 
a certainty, that the clothes which lie wore, as well as his person, have been exposed to 
the influence, such as it may be, of the contagion ; and, a.ssuming cholera to be communic- 
able in that way, there would be urgent occasion for insisting on the clothes of such persons 
being disiiiieeted on leaving the patient. 

It is notorious, however, that attendants on the sick in cholera hospital ivards, whether 
inemcal men or nurses, seldom contract the disease, and no case has even been suspected 
of the communication of the disease through the clothes worn in hospital bv medical 
attendants. 

“ There would appear, therefore, to be no sufficient ground for causing such an incon- 
yemence to the poorer classes in this countiy, as ivould result from a stoppage of the trade 
in second-hand clothing imported from England into Ireland during' the prevalence of 
cholera, that would not apply at all times with much gi'cater force iu reference to typhus, 
scarlatina, and small-pox. ’ 

“ The. Guardians of Clomnel Union having requested the attention of the Commissioners 
to this matter, they have expressed their views upon it in answer to that appeal ; and 
they de.sjre to add, that there is nothing they would so strongly deprecate, when cholera is 
in the country, as the public expression of any views tending to exaggerate unduly the 
danger of contagion from either persons or clotliing which have been in contact irith patients 
suffering under tins disease. 

‘ It is to exaggerated fears thus created in the public mind that neai-lv all the Instances 
ot cnielty or neglect maybe traced which ocoasionaUy take place, such' as the refusal to 
ad:mt a cholera patient brought in collapse to the door of a fever hospital, under the 
influence of a protest from residents iu the neighbourhood; universal denial of shelter to 
homeless strangers dying of the disease; reluctance to allow patienta on board ship to be 
Jiindeil for treatment, or even to allow the ship to approach the shore ; anxiety when 
servants or members of a family are in collapse to have them removed to hospital at the 
extreme peril of their lives ; and, worae than all, the abandonment by nearest relatives of 
those attentions which are essential to recoveiy in severe cases, thei’eby forcing on the 
medical attendant the dangerous expedient of sending to hospital.” 
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Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Decembers, 1866. 



The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have observed that the Guardians of many unions which have 
not yet been attacked by cholera, or in which cholem, having broken out, 
appears no longer likely to prevail, have shown a disposition to lessen 
their expenditure under the Sanitary Act o£ 1SG6, by discontinuing the 
services of Inspectors of Nuisances, or Sanitary Inspectors, as they are 
sometimes called. . ^ , , 

The fact that the present invasion of cholera commenced almost at the 
same time with the introduction of the new Sanitary Law, may, perhaps, 
have given rise to a supposition, that when the one is disappearing the 
other ceases to be necessary. 

No doubt, on the disappearance of the epidemic from Ireland, and the 
withdrawal or termination of the Order in Council, and of the sealed 
Order of the Commissioners relating to treatment and prevention of the 
spread of the disease, all expenses of an extraordinary nature incurred 
under the provisions of the latter Order will also cease, inasmuch as, in 
fact, they could not continue to be legally incurred. 

But the provisions of the Sanitary Act are not directed against cholera 
alone, but against every description of dangerous contagions disease, espe- 
cially the more fatal kinds of fever, which, although not now epidemic, 
are always prevailing more or less in the country with fatal effects, and 
may at any time become epidemic. 

These diseases are promoted in the same way as cholera, by the impu- 
rity of the air, more especially of that withiu the dwelling-house, and by 
the use of impure water, unwholesome food, and other like causes. 

The removal of nuisances, the maintenance of proper drainage, the 
supply of pure water to the population of towns and villages, and the pre- 
vention of over-crowding in dwelling-houses, are objects which the Legis- 
lature has determined shall henceforward be continuously carried out for 
the security of the public health, and has, therefore, created permanent 
powers and imposed permanent responsibilities for that purpose j and 
there is no union in Ireland in which, henceforth, it will not be necessary 
for the Guai’dians to employ at all times one or more Inspectors of Nui- 
sances in order to enable them to carry out continuously and permanently 
these ohiects of the Legislature. 

The office of Inspector of Nuisances will necessarily vary much as to 
the extent of its duties, and the amount of remuneration for their perfor- 
mance, according to the circumstances of the district. In some cases it 
may be proper to employ a person devoting hira.self wholly to the office ; 
in other cases, especially in rural districts, Relieving^ Officers or other 
officers under the control of the Guardians can be invested witb the 
duties j but in the opinion of the Commissioners all territory which is 
within the district of the Guardians, as a sewer or nuisance authority, 
should be under some person having authority to act as an Inspector 
of Nuisances, and responsible for reporting to tbe Guardians every case 
requiring any exercise of their powers either as sewer or nuisance 
authority. 

In the discharge of their sanitary duties, the Guardians must be prepared 
to encounter some additional annual expenditure from the poor-rates ; 
hut whenever epidemic disease is not present, the ordinary sanitary ex- 
penses will he found to be only a light additional burthen ; and it must 
bo borne in mind that the continuous and permanent powers, if properly 
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exercised, will obviate tlie more expensive arrangements winch it would 
become necessary to adopt in the presence of epidemic disease.

No. 15. — Committees under Sanitary Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin 
Sir, March 30, 1867. 

The election of Guardians for the current year in the several unions 
being now completed, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Belief of the Poor in Ireland tliink it right to draw the attention of tho 
Board of Guardians to the pvopriet}^ of rc-appointing Committees, under 
the provisions of the Sanitary Act, I860, for the purpose of carrying into 
effect the provisions of the Sewage Utilization Act and the Nuisauces 
Bemoval Acts. 

On this subject the Commissioners desire to refer the Board of Guar- 
dians to their Circular Letter of the 17th October last,*'' by which it will 
be seen that the Act contemplates three distinct Committees, viz. : — 

1. The Sanitary Committee, which is in fact the Dispensary Committee 

of the district, and whose functions as Sanitary Committee under 
the Diseases Prevention Act are only called into action when an 
Order in Council under that Act is in force (29 & 30 Vic., c. 90, 
sec. 63). 

2. Tlie Committee of the Nuisance Authority, the action of which is 

continuous, and which must consist exclusively of members of the 
body by which it is appointed, that is, members of the Board of 
Guardians where the Board is the Nuisance Authority (18 & 19 
Vic., c. 121, sec. 5 ; and 23 24 Vic., c. 77, sec. 5). 

3. The Committee of the Sewer Authority, the action of which is also 

continuous, and which must bo appointed at a meeting specially 
convened for the purpose and may consist partly of ratepayers 
(28 & 29 Vic., 0 . 90, sec. 4). 

The Guardians may appoint one or more Committees for each of the 
purposes above mentioned (Nos. 2 and 3), and the Commissioners recom- 
mend the Guardians to take the subject into consideration with a view to 
appointing Nuisance and Sewer Committees for such parts of the union 
as are not within the jurisdiction of another Sewer and Niii.-iance Autho- 
rity; and the Commissioners think it might be advisable to consider the 
propriety of dividing the union into districts, consisting of electoral divi- 
sions, for these purposes and appointing Coniinittees for each district. 

Tlie Commissioners enclose another copy of the Circular of the 17th 
October last, above referred to, and also a copy of another Circular, dated 
the 5th December, on the subject of appointing Sanitary Inspectors, to 
which tlie attention of the Guardians is requested.

jfo 16 —Vacancies in the Office of Medical Officee.

The Commissioners for ariministeving tlie Laws for Kolief of. llie Poor 
inlrclanil have bad their attention drawn to the fact that inconvenience 
has been sometimes caused, when a vacancy has occurred in tiie ofiice of 
Dispensary Medical Officer, by the circimistanecs of the vacancy not 
havinvbeeu properly reported ; and the Coimiiissloners desire, therefore, 
to Jra°w the attention of the Committee of Management to the Iftli Art. 
of tlie dispensary regulations, which requires tliat upon the oociirreiioe of 
any vacancy among the officers of the dispensary districts, the Committee 
shall cause the same to be reported to the Commissioners. 

As the Commissioners do not require copies of the minutes of proceed- 
jpes of the Dispensary Committee to be sent to tliem, they are not made 
aware of the occurrence of vacancies unless such vacancies are specially

III. KEPOUTS OX THE SUBJECT OF OUTBREAKS OF CHOLERA. 

1 ^ 0 . 1 .— Befort from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector, on Mount- 
MELicK Dispensary District, Mouktmelick Union. 

3, Seaview Terrace, Hormyhrook, 
GEiTTLEMEir, 22nd November, 1866. 

Adverting to your letter, No. 18,874, of the 2Gth September, I beg 
leave to report to you that I liavc visited tbe Mountmeliclc Dispensary 
District "with a view to ascertain the present .sanitary condition of the 
district and tbe arrangements made by the Guardians and tbe Dispensary 
Committee to meet an outbreak of cholera in the Union. 

I was informed by Dr. Clarke, tbe Medical Officer, that the first 
appearance of cholera in Mountmelick district was on the 6th of 
September last, and that the date of the last case was on the 6th ultimo. 
During theinterval— a little more than four weeks — eight cases occurred, 
of which four terminated in recovery, and four in death. 

The disease was altogether confined to the town of Mountmelick, and 
has not as yet, that I am aware of, appeared in any other part of the 
Union. 

Tbe first case was that of a woman named Catherine Belany, sixty-seven 
years of age, who came over from Bradford, by w'ay of Liverpool, where 
she slept one night, on the morning of the 6tli of September. She was 
accompanied by a friend named Elizabeth Conroy, to whose house in 
Mountmelick sbe went immediately on her arrival. About eight o clock 
that evening she was attacked with diarrheea and vomiting, and about 
a quarter of an hour afterwards was visited by the Medical Officer, who 
recommended her removal to hospital. As she at first refused to go, she 
was attended by the Medical Officer, at Mrs. Conroy’s house, until the 
next morning, when she consented to go to hospital, and was removed 
accordingly. She, however, rapidly sank, and died on the 7th September, 
after an illness of about twenty hours. 

On the following day, the 8th September, Mrs. Conroy, forty-two years of 
age, who had attended CatberineDelany at the commencement of her illness, 

N 
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Tvaa seized \zitli syniptoius of cliolera. Slie was attended by tlie Medical 
OjScer at her own liouse, and recovered after an illness of three weeks 
having suffered from a severe attack of consecutive fever, during which 
she was carefully nursed by her husband aud daughter, neither of whom 
contracted tlic discsise. 

No other case occurred until the 21st Septemherj when a little girl, 
named Mary Creggan, nine years of age, -vvho had not been in communi- 
cation with either of the previous cases, was seized with cholera and 
remoYed to hospital. On the nicrning of the following day her brother 
James Creggan, thirteen years of age, and on the evening of the same 
day lier mother and a younger brother, were similarly attacked. They 
were all removed to hospital, where James Creggan died, and the other 
members of the family recovered. 

Another case, that of a Post Office letter-carrier, occurred on the 22nd 
September, and terminated fatally in twelve hours. He was not, how- 
ever, a patient of the Medical Officer. 

The next and last case was that of a woman named Margaret Eourke, 
fifty-five years «)f age, who liad attended the Creggans previously to their 
removal to hospital. She wa.s seized v itii cdiolera on the morning of the Gth 
Oct«)ljer,and died on the evenings of the following day, at her own home, after 
an illness of thirt^’^-two hours. Some weeks prior to the occurrence of tlie 
lir*t case of cholera in Momitmelick, tlie Boanl of Guardians made arrauge- 
TUPiits lor approjiriating ihe workhmise fever hospital to the treatment of 
cholera cases, and accoinnuHlatiou was prepared therein for the reception 
of f(u'ty patients, A suitable covered vehicle was provided for the removal 
of the sick to hospital, and a nurse appoiiite<l to attend at their own homes 
such patients as might refuse to go to hospital. 

Of the Cight cases of cholera which have been reported, five w'cre ad- 
mitted into hosj)ital ; and of these, two died and three recovered. Of 
those treated at their own homes, two died and one recovered. 

It appears from tlie minute book of tho Bispensui'y Committee that 
tliey have not Iield a meeting since the I2tii April last. Haring the pre- 
valence of cholera in the town, however, a Sanitary Committee comprising 
Town Commis.sioners members of the Bispensary Conmiiltee, and other 
inliahitants of Mountnielick, held frequent meetings in the Town Hall for 
the purpose of adopting measures for the sanitary improvement of the 
district. Tw'o Inspectors of Nuisances were appointed, who, it is stated, 
visited every hou.se in the town without exception, and through whose 
agency all nuisances w'ore removed or abated, and the habitations of the 
poor cleansed and lime-washed. Tlie drainage of the town was also ex- 
amined and, where necessary, made efficient j and the public pumps put 
into good repair. Straw for bedding was purchased, and distributed to 
such poor persons as required it. Nearly all the expenses incurred in 
carrying out sanitary measures in the town of Mouutmelick were 
defrayed from funds supplied by tlie voluntary contributions of the 
inhabitants. 

No additional medical assistance was provided, or applied forj but tbs 
dispensary was daily open to the poor for several weeks, and public 
nonces, in the prescribed form, were extensively posted in the district. 

Tlie Meilical Officer reports that his district is at present healthy, and 
that there is no unusual tendency to bowel complaints among the poor.

^ I am happy to inform yon that since my last report no new case of 
cholera has appeared, and that the case then under treatment is now in a 
fair way to recovery. I have also to inform you that the Town Commish 
sioners, the clergymen of every denomination, and a large number of tlie 
householders met on last Saturday evening in the Town Hall. At that 
meeting it was proposed and carried unanimousl that a sanitary com- 
mittee be appointed to assist the Town Commissioners in carrying out 
the provisions of the Nuisances Jleraoval Act. It was also proposed and 
carried, that two paid inspectors be appointed to inspect and report on 
the condition of the sewers and bach-yards of every liouse in the town 
without distinction, and that their reports be submitted to the committee 
at its next meeting ; that lime for whitewashing purposes be provided, 
and gratuitously distributed to all applying for it. 

At au adjourned meeting held ou last evening the reports of the 
inspectors were submitted and read. For the credit of the town I am 
happy to say that, with very few except ons, the results were 
gatisfjictory to the cstablished'chaiucter of tlie town for cleanliness. The 
inhabitants evinced every desire to aid the authorities in carrying out the 
law. Within the last week almost every house amongst the labouring 
cla«s has been thoroughly whitewashed and cleansed. It gives me much 
pleasure to report that the sanitary conditiou of the town is not such as 
to cause any alarm. . . , , 1 1 

I have had some cases of diarrhoea and pnin in the bowels, i liopo 
that the very prompt action of the Town Commissioners, and (.om- 

aiittee under them, has been the means of restoring cuuudeuce amongst 

the inhabitants.

No. 3. — ^Report from Dr. Hill, Medical luspector, on Ar-KLOW 
Dispensary District, Eathdrum Union. 

3, Soaview-termce, Donnybrooh, 
Gentlemen, 19th September, ISUG. 

T heg to report to you that, in accordance with the instructions 
contained in your letter, No. 17,573, of the 13th instant, relating to an. 
Outbreak of cholera in the Aiklow Dispensary District, I pvocee«lcd to the 
town of Arklow on the loth instant, with a view to assist the Committee 
in making arrangements to meet the emergency. I immediately called 
upon Dp. L’Estraniie, the Medical Officer, and Dr. Halpin, the Assistant 
Medical Officer of the District, and ascertained that the Committee had 
held two meetings during the week for the pui^ose of carrying into 
effect the instructions contained in the Commissioners’ sealed Order of 
the 25th ultimo. At the first meeting of the Committee, they adopted 
a series of resolutions, which appeared on the Minutes of Proceedings of 
the Board of Guardians on the 11th instant, and were confirmed by the 
Guardians on that day. In accordance with those resolutions an Inspector 
of Nuisances for the town and two Assistants hayo been appointed. A 
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sTied lias been ordered, and its erection commenced, for tlie treatment of 
cholera patients ; a portion of the Fever Hospital having been made 
available until the completion of the shed. A competent person has been 
appointed to disinfect the bouses of the sick, and directions have been 
given to provide a house with suitable appliances for the disinfection of 
clothes and bedding. Tlie Medical OlHcor has been authorized to procure 
nurses to attend the sick ; a supply of coffins has been provided, as well 
as a donkey-cart and driver, for tiie interment of the dead. A bouse has 
been obtained anil is being fitted up as a temporary place of refuse for 
the occupants of infected houses until such premises have been purified 
and disinfected. At the meeting of the Committee on the Uth instant 
they appointed Dr. Halpiii, of Arklow, to assist tlie Medical Officer ia 
cholera cases, and he commeueed duty on that day. Application was 
also directed to be made to the Clerk of the Union for a supply of public 
notices in accordance witli the order of the 25th ultimo. 

On the 17th instant I attended the usual weekly meeting of the Com- 
mittee, wlien a cot for the conveyance of the sick to liospitaAvas ordered ■ 
the services of a man and woman for coffining the dead were secured- 
directions given for the repairs of sewers j aud a supply of disinfectants 
ordered; arrangements were also made for the distribution of broth 
arrow root, etc., supplied by the Honorable Mrs. Proby for the use of the 
sick and convalescent. The Committee appear to be fully alive to the 
urgency of the case, and to have done everything in their power to meet 
the emergency. 

The poor being now thoroughly convinced of the formidable character 
of the epidemic, are anxious to avail themselves as soon as possible of 
niedical aid, and no longer sliow any unwillingness to allow of the speedy 
interment of the dead. Only one case, however, has as yet been treated 
in^ the hospital. The first case of cholera seen by the Medical Officer in 
this district w-as that of a man named Ivory, who came to Arklow from 
Dublin on the 31st ultimo, and went to his father’s house ia Yellow-lane. 
He had been a sailor on board the Crystal J?alace, then lying iu the 
Lifiey, from which vessel a sailor named Whiston, suffering from cholera, 
had been removed to the hospital in Green-street, where be died. On the 
day of his arrival in Arklow, Ivory was attacked with purging, vomiting, 
and cramps ; was attended by Dr. L’Estrange, the Medical Officer, and 
recovered. Dr. L Estrange is of opinion that this case was one of English 
cholera.^ The next case occurred on the following day ; the patient, a man 
named Horan, was also a sailor fi'om Dublin. His vessel, the Monitor, 
lay in the Liffey, close to tlie Crystal Palace, and he had seeu Winston 
removed to the hospital. He was seized with choleraic diarrbeea on Iiis 
way from Dublin, and was first seen by the Medical Officer at the Railway 
Station in Arklow, As the man refused to go to hospital, lie was conveyed 
to the house of a relative, about a mile and a half from Arklow, where he 
was attended by the Medical Officer, and recovered. No similar case 
occurred until the 8th instant, when a man named Duncan, a carpenter, 
of intemperate habits, li ving in the lower part of the town of Arklow, was 
attacked about five o’clock, a.m,, with symptoms of cholera. He was 
immediately visited by the Medical Officer, but died about seven o’clock 
that evening. He had been suffering from diarrhoea for several days 
previously. The next case occurred the same morning in a house very 
near to that in which Ivory (the first case) had been ill. The patient 
was a man named John Shea, who had been suflering from diarrhcea for 
two or three days without having applied for niedical aid. About half-past 
five, A.M. , he was seen by the Medical Officer, labouring under well-marked 
symptoms of cholera, and immediately placed under treatment. This man 
recovered under the use of calomel, opium, and camphor, with external 
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timulants. On t!ie next day, the 9tli instant, two fatal oases occurred ; 
m the lo'tli another fatal case; and up to the morning of yesterday, the 
IStb instant, when I left Arklow for the purpose of attending the meeting 
of the Board of Quardians at Rathdruro, there had occurred twenty-nine 

cases of cholera, nineteen of which had proved fatal. 

The following is a summary of the cases of cholera and diarrhcea, Irom 
the 31st ultimo1;o the morning of the 18th instant, with the results ; —

Durin*^ my stay in Arklow I visited all tlie cases under treatment, and 
insnccteJ the infected localities ; and though a great deal has been effected 
in'the way of cleansing and whitewashing the cabins, through the agency 
of tlie Sanitary Committee, much remains to be done in regard to the 
defective sewerage of the lower part of the town. The papers forwarded 
to me for my information are herewith returned.

No. 4.— Ebport from Dr. Eoughan, Medical Inspector, on 
Ashford Dispensary District, Rathdrusi Union. 

Wicklow, 

Gentlemen, November 15, 1S66. 

in accordance with the instructions contained in your letter of 
yesterday’s date, No. 22,846', I proceeded from Dublin to this town, and 
I now have the honour to place before you the result of my inquiries. 

It appears that on the Ihth of October the first case of distinct Asiatic 
cliolera occurred in a part of this town called Irishtown ; that the boy so 
attacked was sixteen years of age, that he bad just returned from Kings- 
town, where he had been on board a vessel called the Olhe, wbicb was 
infected with cholera; this boy recovered. On the 19th of same month 
his father was attacked, and also recovered. I may add that father and 
60 Q occupied the same bed. Tlie next case was that of a poor woman 
named Eedmond, wbo for charity was in attendance on the two first cases. • 
On the 30th October the mother of the boy who apparently brought the 
disease from the Olive, was attacked by cholera, and died after an illness 
of six hoars. On the 1st November a poor woman who had been a nurse- 
tender on those already afflicted, was stricken by the disease and died 
after an illness of eiglit hours. Prom this date, viz^— November 1st to 
November 7th, no new case occurred; but on the /th instant a child 
aged six years, named Keating, residing in the same locality (Inshtowu), 
sickened and died after an illness of a few hours. a i c i 

Up to this time the epidemic was confined to Irishtown. On the btii 
instant two men named Byrue (brothers), living on a plai^ called The 
Murrough, which is separated from the town by the river Leitrim, in a 
house quite detached, were reported ill, and died on the following day; 
both those men were of intemperate habits, and, as 1 learn, spent the day 
before their illness drinking with sailors from Arklow, an infected district. 
Again, on the 11th November two new cases occurred in Irishtown— 
one recovered, the other died *after a few hours’ illness; on the lotli 
instant one more case in Irishtown, which is now under treatment, 
and, as I am informed by the Medical Officer, likely to do well. The last 
case reported is that of a man named Byrne, brother to the two men who 
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died in tlie detaclied house in The Murrongh : lie hecame ill on yesterday 
and lias jusc died. 

Up to this time the epidemic has been confined to Irishto^n—alilwh 
■well-diained, and ciesin locality — the disease having been imported into 
it, as far as human eve can judge, by the boy Bolton, who had bcea 
on board tlie Olive. The other two men seem to have caught it from the 
Arldow sailors. The disease has been creeping mi slowly and iusidioudy, 
and no one can say wlieilier it will die out or iricreasp, so that it would 
be desirable to jwuvide against the worst. Thcro is not at present any 
hospital accommodation liere available for tlic reception of cholei-a 
patients. 1 have learned lliat the Guardians and Committee have taken 
a house, which I visitetl and consider it suitable for the treatnieut of 
twelve patients, but it would be well if it were lime-wnsherl, and that 
all suitable appliances were at once supplied. I would also recommend 
that during this doubtful period a Believing Officer should reside in the 
town, who would, when rc<piisite, provide a proper couveyance to lake 
patients to hospital, ami administer nourisbmeut to persons who may be 
convalescent iu their own houses, and not having means to provide it. 

The iledical Officer inlomis me that the Guardians have not provided 
a nurse, to take care of the hospital, and ho believes they cannot procure 
one. 1 regret to say that l)r. Banks is suffering from diarrhoea, and looks 
very much worn out by fatigue. Sliould there be an increase of cholera, 
ho would not, 1 fear, be able to discharge his <luties witln)ut assistance. 
1 beg to remark that Dr. Banks attended all those cases without visiting 
tickets, wiih one exception, and he states he did not feel Ijimself justified 
in entering them in his relief register as he had not the tickets to file.

No. 5 . — Eepobt from the Medical Officee of Poktafeert 
Dispensary Disteict, Downpateick Union. 

A Report on the cases of Cholera and Diarrhma in the Portaferry Dis- 
pensary District from the first appearance of Cholera iu the district, 
October 20, 1866, till this date, hiovember 2, 1866. 

I was called on Saturday, 20th ultimo, to see Andrew Young, a fisher- 
man, at Cloughey, whom 1 found in collapse of Asiatic cholera, which he 
had contracted at Balbriggan the previous day. He was pulseless when 
I saw him and died the following day, Sunday, 21st. The body was 
immediately interred, and the house closed up. The houses adjoining 
•were above the average in cleanliness, and their occupiers at once set 
about cleansing and whitewashing. I learned the same day, after con- 
siderable difliculty, that another of the crew, James Smith, living at 
Calham, a hamlet nearly half a mile from Cloughey, was coinplaiuiug of 
diarrheea. I gave him directions what to do, aud ordered him medicine ; 
this I found scarcely tasted, when called to see him ,* the following 
morning, at six, a.ra., he was then in profound collapse — pulseless, purged, 
vomiting, and cramped, and perfectly blue in cholera. He died on 
Tuesday, the 23rd, the body remaining some hours in the house, as no one 
would render any assistance for its interment. 

His daughter and grandchild remained in the house all the time he was 
ill and for more than thirty hours after his death, when they were 
removed to a temporary hospital The 'following day the daughter was 
attacked with diarrheea } the other symptoms of true cholera soon man> 
fasted themselves and she was placed under treatment. 
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I may here mention that liis wife, an invaiid old woman for yeais 
died the day after her hushand, but not. of cholei-a. * 

Having on the 21st reported the appearance of cholera to the Dispen- 
sary Committee, they at once set about procuring an hospital for the 
treatment of cholera cases and eiideavoiirod to improve tlie sanitary slate 
of the neighbourhood ; but the poison having been once imported found a 
congenial spot for its further development in the wretched filthy hovels 
surrounding Smith’s house. 

It would be needless here to enter fully into the details of the other 
cases : in two hoii.ses prc-emitient for their lionible state, where pigs and 
ducks ran riot, the disease soon made its appearance. In one of these 
oil the inhabitants— /ou?- — have been attacked with cholera ^ in the other 
house were^’:c occupants — three have had cholera; of these, one is conva- 
lescent, one dead, and one under treatment, two have had smart diarrlicea 
and only one lias escajied as yet. 

I may further add, that with this single exception, every person in the 
infected houses in Calham have been affected either with cholera, or 
diarrheea.

N'a 6 . — Letter from Medical , Officer of Portaferry Dispen- 
sary District, Downpatrick Union, to the Commissioners. 

Portaferry, 
November lii, ISGC. 

Por some days after the discontinnance of my daily reports on the 
prevalence of Asiatic cholei'a in this district we were witljout any fresh 
cases; since then we have had two more cases at Cloughey. The fol- 
lowing extract from my report book to the Dispensary Committee will 
give you any necessary information about the first case ; 

“November IG, 186G. — Since last report, as above, one case of Asiatic cholera has 
ocairred at Cloughey. One of the patients, Smitii, in hospital, hart secreted some articles 
of dress which she had worn when ill, and produced them on the l;>th ultimo ; the nurse, 
Jane Saville, wanted to burn them immediately, but Smith refused to allow her; Saville 
then offered to wash them, and did so, without having previously saturated them in the 
barrel of disinfectant kept for that purpose. In a few hours after she sickened; in the 
coarse of the evening and night all the symptoms of true Asiatic cholera became developed; 
She was placed under treatment promptly, and was, at my visit last night, over the worst 
part of the attack and in the consecutive fever, so that I would hope for a favourable 
result.” 

Since the date of this report she progressed satisfactorily till last night, 
when she had a relapse of purging and vomiting. This morning, how- 
ever, she is again better. 

When Swaine took ill we telegraphed to Belfast for a nurse. Miss 
O’Neill came down on Thursday and went to the hospital. She was 
engaged part of that day in sorting the foul bed-clothes previous to their 
being disinfected and washed. She sickened towards evening and was 
very ill, purging, vomiting, cramped all night, and prostrated very 
low ; the appearance, voice, and everything indicative of true cholera, — ^ 
(suppression of urine also present). 

This morning at my visit she wns much better, and though very weak 
I hope she may continue till complete recovery.

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No. 7. — Letter from Dr. Whistler, Medical Officer of the Bray 
Dispensary District to the Coadiissioners. 



Bray, 

Gentlemen, January 9, 1867. 

I beg to enclose a numerical return of the cases of cholera and diar- 
rhoea from my dispensary district, from the 29th September to the 29th 
December, 1866, a period of ninety-two days, and also a similar return 
of the same epidemics as they occurred, from the 24th December, 1854, 
to 29th January, 1855. 

It may be interesting to select the following cases as tending to exhibit 
the contagious nature of cholera under peculiar circumstances, namely, 
the liability to a health}'’ person coming from a non-infected locality of 
rapidly contracting the poison j and secondly, that the poison having been 
conveyed to a bouse, situated in a peculiarly healthful position, isolated, 
and at a mile distant from the disease, can fatally infect its robust inmntes. 

On the 6th December Ellen Ward, aged 46, living opposite Bray Com- 
mon, was suddenly attacked with cholera aud colhi23.se; on the 10th a 
friend, Ellen Kearney, aged 58, came from Powerscoiirt to visit her; and 
was but a few hours in the house when she was so severely attacked with 
cholera as to render it unsafe either to remove to her home or to the union 
hospital, and she die^l iu thirty-eight hours. 

On the 10th December Charles Kyan, aged 40, a comfortable farmer, 
living about a mile from Bray, in a house so well situated as to he always 
let us a summer residence ; his habits were not temperate, and on liis 
visit that day to Brav, where cludeva was prevalent, he indulged somewhat 
freely, and was, on his return home in the evening, attacked with vomit- 
ing, purging, and cranip.s, and die<l on the eiglith day with total suppres- 
sion of urine. On the 13tli Catherine MoUoy, aged 26, an active and 
healthy servant in tiie family, but not in actual attendance on Ryan, 
when rishig in the morning suddenly sickened^ and when I visited her 
some few hours afterwards, was so far in collapse tliat it was not safe to 
move her a distance of four miles to the union hospital ; she died after 
thirty-eight hours’ illness. On the 15th Catherine Ryan, aged 50, sister 
to Charles Ryan, a robust, active, and healthy woman, sickened and died 
iu si.vteen hours ; and on the 1 Sib Pat. Holland, aged 6, tlie child of niece 
residing in the house, was attacked and died on the third day; thus, in 
a family of six persons, four in the space of teu days were struck down 
by this epidemic. 

Both cimlera and diarrhena have now, I am happy to state, disappeared 
from tlie district.

No. 8, — Report from Dr. Hill, Medical Inspector, on Tullamore 
Dispensary District, Tollamobe Dnion. 

Tullamore, 

Qestlemes, February 12, 1867. 

I beg leave to acknowledge the receipt of your letter. No. 3,862, 
of the 9th instant, enclosing a copy of a letter received by you from Dr. 
hidley. Medical Officer of the Tullamore Dispensary District, iu which he 
reports the occurrence of several fatal cases of supposed cholera in the 
town of Tullamore, and to inform you that in pursuance of your instruc- 
tions I came here yesterday, and have made inquiry into the facts of the 
case. 

On my arrival I called upon the Medical Officer, and was informed by 
him that he bad, in the course of the day, seen four new cases of cljolera. 

I accordingly visited one of them with him, and found a young woman, 
named Ma°y Farrell, eighteen years of age, labouring under well-marked 
symptoms of malignant cholera. Tliis morning we visited the four new 
cases reported yesterday, and found one of them convalescent, two pro- 
gressing favourably, and one, the young woman whom I saw last night, 
in an almost hopeless condition. 

Dr. ilidley states that he has reason to believe that there have been, 
nine cases of oliolera in the town of Tullamore since the commencement 
of this month. The first three were not attended by him, but he is of 
opiuion that the remaining six were- cases of true Asiatic cholera. The 
first case returned by the Medical Officer, occurred on the 2nd, and the 
last case outlie llth instant. FTo new case has been reported to-day 
in the town of Tullamore. Of the nine cases above referred to, five ter- 
minated fatally, one is convalescent, two are progressing towards recovery, 
and one is in an extremely critical condition. 

The houses in wliich the fatal cases occurred have been disinfected, and 
whitewashed inside and outside, by directions of tbe Town Commis- 
sioners. 

Having heard that some cases of a suspicious nature had occurred in 
the union workhouse, I this morning visited it, and saw a woman, named 
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Honor Larissy, fifty-six years of age, an iuaiaie of tlie infirm women’s 
ward, in the advanced stage of malignant cholera. She was cold, livid 
and pulseless. She had been suffering from diarrluca for two or three 
days, but had not mailo any application for medical assistance, and about 
twelve o’clock last night was seized with vomiting, profuse diarrhoja, and 
cramps. About four o’clock this morning she was visited by the Medical 
Officer of the workhouse, and placed under appropriate treatment; but 
lier recovery appears to be very improbable. I called upon Mr. Ridley, 
Vice-Chairman of the Board of Gruardians, upon the subject, and by big 
direction.'-, two wards in the workhouse will be immediately prepared for 
the reception df cholera patients, and on Thursday next the Guardians 
will make the requisite armngements to meet the outbreak of cholera in 
the town. A special meeting of the llispensary Gommittee will be held 
to-niojTow for tlie same purpose. 

I ascertained that on the 12th ultimo a woman named Mary Rowe, from 
the Atlilone Union, was admitted into the Tullamore Workhouse com- 
plaining of dropsy, ami was .'jcnt imnisdiatGly to the infirmary. On the 
14th she was attacked with purging and vomiting, her extremities became 
livid, and she died on the 14tli January, after twenty-four hours’ iliness. 
Ill the record of Sickness and Mortality, her death is attributed to “ Gene- 
ral Debility and Diarrhcea.” 

On the IGtli January, two days after the death of Mary Rowe, a ward- 
woman, name<l Mary Langan, who lia<l attended Mary Rowe during her 
illness, and washed her body after death, \va.s taken ill with diarrhcea, 
followed by vuiniilng and cramps. She died the next day, after an illness 
of about ihirty-ai.x hours. In the record of Sickness and Mortality the 
cause of lier death is returned “English Cholera.” 

I had an interview witli Dr. Moorehead, the Medical Officer of the 
workhouse, with reference to the case of Honor Larissy, and he informed 
me that he had no hesitation in stating that she was suffering from Asiatic 
cholera. 

The foregoing particulars appear to leave no doubt of the existence of 
Asiatic cholera in the town of Tullamore.

— C opy Keport of John Lambert, Esq., Poor Law Inspector, to 
the Eight Honorable Gathorne Hardy, m.p., President of 
the Poor Law Board, (England), on the System of Medical 
Belief to the Out-door Poor in Ireland, under the Dispen- 
saries Act, 1851, as presented to the Honorable the Hoiise of 
Commons, 8th February, 1867.

I beg to inform you that, in conformity with your desire, I mads 
inquiry during my recent visit to Ireland into the system of outdoor 
medical reUef now in force in that Goimtry, 
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Correspondence : — Medical 'Reliefs 

Tliis system, as you are arvare, was established in pursuance of the 
14 ife 15 Vic., 0 . 6S, usually known as “ The Dispensai-ies Act, 1851.” 

The Irish Poor Belief Act of 1838 (1 & 2 Vic., c. 56) contained no 
provision for the medical relief of the out-doov poor ; but by section 5 of 
the 10 Vic., c. 31, the Poor Law Commissioners were authorized to 
require the ’ Guardians to appoint Medical Officers for the pui'pose of 
affording medical relief out of the w'orldiouse in those cases in which it 
should appear necessary and esiiedient that such appointments should be 

It appears, however, that nineteen orders only were issued under the 
povrers coDfeiTcd by tliis section. 

^ These orders were addressed to the Guardians of sixteen unions, and 
applied to twenty-nine districts, comprising 104 Electoral Divisions, for 
which twenty-nine Medical Oflicei’s were authorized to be appointed. 

By the Dispensaries Act of 1851 the Guardians of each Dnion are 
req^uired, when so ordered by the Poor Law Commissioners, to divide the 
Union into so many dispensary districts as may appear uecessaiy, regard 
bein" had to the extent and population of each district ; and the cost of 
all ■medical relief vathin the district, together with all salaries and ex- 
penses incidental to the same, is miue a charge upon the several Electoral 
Divisions within the district, accordirg to the rateable value of the pro- 
perty therein, hloreover, the Commissioners are authorized to fix the 
number and qualifications of the Dispensary Officers, and to declare the 
number of per.soua rvho shall constitute the Dispensary Committee. 

The Dispensary Committee are to consist of the or; #cm and elected 
Guardians resident, or being the o^\’ners or occupiers of property, in the 
district, together with so many resident ratepayers, rated on a value of 
not less than £30, as may be necessary to make up a committee of the 

prescribed number. ^ ai c 

The Guardians are required to provide a dispensary or office for the 
Medical Officer of each district, and for the meetings of the Committee. 
They are also requhed to prcivkle all medicines and medical appliances. 

The Dlspensai’y Committee are to appoint the hledical Officers at 
salaries to be determined b-y the Guardians, subject to the approx al of 
the Poor Law Commission«;i*s. On failiu’C of the Committee to appoint 
a Medical Officer after the r eceipt of the dii*ection of the Commissioners, 
the Commissioners themselves are empowered to make such appointment. 

The persons empowered t,o order medical relief are 

(1.) The members of the Dispensary Committee. 

(2.) The E-elieving Odicens; and 

(3.) The Wardens of the several Electoral Divisions within the dis- 
trict. 

The Wardens ai’e unpaid officers appointed by the Guardians under 
section 5 of the Irish Poor Eelief Act of 1838, and their- chief duties axe 
to provide for the conveyance of sick and iiifirm paupei-s to the work- 
house, to receive applicatiions for admissions into the "workhouse, and "to 
report to the Guardians re lative to the residence of the applicants. 

The order for medical a-elief is to be given by ticket, upon the receipt 
of which the Medical OfE.cer is bound to afford the I’equisibe adrice and 
attendance \ but power is given to the Committee to cancel any ticket at 
their next or any subsequent meeting after its issue, if they are of opmion 
that the recipient is not a fit object for dispensary relief. 

Under the Dispensaries Act of 1851 the Poor Law Commission was- 
re-constituted, and authority was given to the Commissioners to appoint 
Medical Inspectors, 
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Five Medical Inspectors were accordingly appointed, and tKey were 
instructed by the Commissioners to assist the Guardians in the division 
•of their Unions into dispensary districts. 

In May, 1852, the declaration of dispensary districts throughout the 

whole of Ireland was completed, and the orders of the Commissioners for 
the regulation of the dispensaides had been issued to every Union. 

By these orders the Commissioners regulated the proceedings of the 
committees of management, determined the mode of appointing dispen- 
sary officers, and fixed the qualification and duties of the Medical 
Officers. 

They also prescribed the forms for the books and returns to be kept 
and made by the Medical Officers, and provided for the appointment of 
Honoi’ary Secretaries to the Committees. 

The Comniissionoi's likewise issued circulars, containing lists of the 
medicines and surgical mstruments and other requisites proper to be 
supplied for the dispensaiues. 

The dispensaries which I visited are the following : — 

Two in Dublin, v^., one in the North and another in the South Dublin 
Union. 

Three in Cork, one in Limerick, and one in Galway, 

Dr. Hill, the Medical Inspector for the province of Leinster, accom- 
panied me to the Dublin dispensaries ; Mr. O’Brien, the lay Inspector 
resident in Cork, took me over the dispensaries in that city; and Dr. 
Brodie, the Inspector at Galway, went with me to the dispensary there. 
To the dispensary at Limerick I obtained admission tlirough the intro- 
duction of Mr. Bouike, the Poor Law Insj)ector for that district. 

At Dublin and Cork the Guardians have established their dispensaries 
in houses rented by tliem for that puipose. In Limerick a portion of 
the Barrington Hospital is used for the dispensaiy, and in Galway the 
dispensary consists of a new building which has recently been ei'ected 
near the workhouse, out of certain chaiitahle funds applicable to that 
purpose. 

The staff attached to each of these dispensaries consists of two or three 
medical officers, a dispenser, and a porter, the dispenser being in every 
case a duly certificated apothecary, and with one exception resident on 
the premises. 

The tickets for medical relief are of two kinds, one printed in black, 
which entitles the applicant to advice at the dispensaiy, and another 
printed in red, which entitles linn to attendance at his own residence. 

In towns and 25opnlous place.s the medical officers attend at the dispen- 
saries at certain fixed hours every morning, pursuant to public notice 
circulated throughout the district, and placed, in a conspicuous place at 
the dispensaiy. 

These notices, which are in the form of large jilacards, set forth the 
names and residences of the members of the dis qiensary committee. 

Upon the production of a ticket for medical relief at the dispensary, 
the name of the aiiplicant is entered by the m edical officer in the relief 
register, with the date of the first attendance. The prescription is then 
written on a form provided for that purpo.se arid taken to the dispenser, 
who supplies the applicant with his mecheine. 

Ail each dispensaiy there is a waiting-room — a room in which the me- 
dicines are kept and dispensed, and one or more consulting-rooms, besides 
apaiimients for the dispensers. There is also a room, at one of the dis- 
pensaries in each district, for the meetings of tb e dispensaiy committee. 

The applicants are required to proride bottlei* or other vessels for tbeir 
medicines. In ordinary cases, verhffi directions only appear to he given 
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with the medicines, but -where the medicine is poisonous, or intended for 
external application, proper labels are afiixed. 

The prescription paper is not the only record of the medicines given, 
inasmuch as the medical ojQicers enter their prescriptions in a book, in 
which they insert the date of each attendance on tlieii* patients. 

The medical officers are required to lay before the committee periodical 
retui’ns of the cases attended by them, and to deliver in a monthly state- 
ment of the medicines which have been dispensed, and the. quantities 
which are requii-ed. 

The dispensai'ies are also used as stations for vaccination on cei’tain- 
specified days in every week. 

The length of the daily attendance given by the medical officers at the 
dispensary is usually two hours, and they enter in a book which is laid 
betbre the committee the time of their anival and departure every 
morning. 

After the applicants who are able to come to the dispensary ha-^'e been 
prescribed for, the medical officers usually proceed to visit the poor per- 
sons who may have to be attended at their own homes, taking with them 
a supply of j)rescription forms. These forms are filled up on the spot 
and l^t with the patients, who send them to the dispensary and obtain 
theii’ medicines. 

It is the duty of the dispensers to compound these prescriptions at any 
horn of the day or night. 

I was 2)reseiit at the dispensaries in Dublin and Cork whilst the medi- 
cal officem -were in attendance, and although the number of aj:>pUcants, 
especially in Dublin, was unusually large, ovdng to the outbreak of 
cholera, there seemed to be no difficulty in disposing of all the cases in a 
prompt and orderly manner. 

"With respect to the supply of medicines, the medical officers were 
unanimous in stating that, as a rule, the guardians never object to order 
for the dispensary any medicines or medical appliances which the medi- 
cal officers recommend. In every dispensary which I visited, the stock 
was larger and more varied tliaii I expected to find. 

The office of Registrar' of Births and Deaths is usually held by a dis- 
pensary medical officer, and he conducts the business of that office also at 
the dispensary. 

In large and jropulous cities and towns there are several dispensaries 
provided for each district, hut of course all within the same district are 
under the management of one committee. Thus, in the ITorth City dis- 
trict of Dublin, there are three dispensaries ; in the South City district 
four ; and in the Cork district two principal dispensaries, with resident 
dispensers, and two branch dispensaries, established for the convenience 
♦of the inhabitants of the extreme parts of the city, at which the medical 
officers themselves dispense the medicines, -which are supplied from the 
two principal dispensai’ies. 

The salaries of the resident apothecaries in the dispensaiies visited by 
me vary from £70 to £100 a year, besides which they have the advan- 
tage of suitable living apartments on the premises. 

The salaries of the medical officers rarely exceed £100 per annum, ex- 
clusive of vaccination fees, and no extra fees are allowed for difficult 
operations. In one instance, the salary was only £60. 

The following statement shows the total expenses of medical relief for 
the year ended 29th September, 1865, in the dispensary dritricts already 
alluded to. 
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The dispensaries are snbiect to the inspection of the medical inspectors, 
Tvho likewise investigate all cases of neglect of duty on the part of the 
medical ofiicers. 

With regard to the general opemtion of the Dispensary Act, I find 
that ill*. Power, the Chief Commissioner, with whom I had the advan- 
tage of more than one conference on the subiect, and the Poor Law 
Inspectoi'3, to whom he introduced me, are unanimously of opinion that 
it has proved to be univei*sally beneficial, especially in all those large places 
where there is a resident apothecary acting as dispenser. 

The only blot in. the system is attributable to the extreme facility 
with which the tickets for medical relief are obtainable from the mem- 
bers of the dispensary committees. I was assured at one place that 
retail tradesmen have been knovai to sign a book of tickets, and leave 
them to be distributed by their shopmen amongst any customers willing 
to accept tliem ; and in another, the jnedical officer informed me that a 
member of the committee had sent one of his cliildren with a ticket, 
under a fictitious name, and obtained cod-liver oil for a period of three 
months. The dispenser at Limerick, who is also the house surgeon at 
the Barrington Hospital, stated that the right confen*ed upon so many 
persons to give medical oi’ders is open to great abuse, and he thought it 
should be limited to relieving officers and ex officio guardians. It must 
be remembered, however, that in some of the laige and thinly populated 
unions such a restriction as tliis, however desii*abie for towns, would 
amount to a deprivation of medical relief. 

Another reason for the somewhat lavish administration of out-door 
medical relief in Ireland is attidbutable to the professional etiquette 
which’ prohibits even a surgeon from attending a j^atient for a less fee* 
than a guinea ; so that the question upon which the granting of medical 
relief is supposed to hinge is, whether or not the applicant is provided 
with that sum. 

The latter reason, however, is not applicable to this country, and any 
abuse ai'ising from the gi*anting of relief by all the members of the dis- 
pensary committee might be obviated by limiting tliat right to the re- 
lieving officers and a few other responsible persons. 

The power given to the committee of cancelling the ticket after it has 
been issued and acted upon, is found to be quite inopei’ative in practice. 

Having stated the objections which have been made to the dispensaiy 
system, I now proceed to advert to some of the advantages derived 
from it. 

1. It insures for the destitute sick poor a sufficient supply of all neces- 
sary and proper medicines and medical appliances. 
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o It enables those ■who are not confined -within doors to obtain medi- 
caT'advice at fixed hotu'S, and -within a convenient distance from their 

It insures for those -who are unable to go out medical attendance, 
and'enables them to obtain their medicines promptly. 

4. It affords facilities for vaccination, a.s ■\vell as for medical relief 
generally, by establishing fixed places at which it is well known that the 
medical officers must attend at stated hom-s. 

5. It provides an organization al-ways ready, and capable of expansion, 
if necessary, to meet any outbreak of epidemic disease with promptness ; 
whilst at the same time, it is calculated to prevent disease beeonring 
epidemic by early treatment, and by procuring the adoption of precau- 
tionaiy measures in any locality wliich may be threatened. These bene- 
fits have recently been largely realized in Ireland in reference to cholera. 

6. By preserving a record’ of the medical treatment in every case, it 
fin-nishas a test of both the skill and the attention of the medical officer. 

7. It prevents that conflict between interest and dnty which must so 
often arise in the mind of the medical officer when he himself is required 
to tirovide medicines out of his sahuy. 

I think it right to add that, after giving my best consideration to the 
system of dispensary relief, I am of opinion that it is admiiubly adapjted 
to the exigencies of large and densely populated communities ; and I do 
not hesitate, therefore, to recommend tha.t it should form an element in 
any scheme for the improvement of Poor Law Administration in tliis 
metropolis, subject, lio^vever, to a restriction, such as I have indicated, 
■with respect to the issuing of tickets for relief. 

In order to establish the system, it will be necessary to obtain po-wer 
to modify the existmg medical arrangements, and this may occasion 
some difficulty. It must, however, be bome in mind, that when the Dispen- 
saries Act of 1 85 1 was passed, there were in existence in Ireland more than 
600 dispensaries partly suppoi-ted ’by contributions from the county cess, 
and pai-tly by voluntary subscriptions, which were vdi-tually abolished by 
that measure ;* but, by an aiTangemeiit effected under the prorffsions of

Owing to the Board of Guardians of the North Dublin Union having 
awarded us an amount of remuneration, £47 las., which _ we consider 
insufficient for our extra services in attending cholera during the past 
epidemic we appeal to you, trusting that you will use your powers to 
have such remuneration so increased that it may lie proportionate to the 
arduous duties we were obliged to perform. . , . , 

According to the resolution of the Board of Guardians, of which you 
doubtless are already aware, and of which we now enclose you a copy,^the 
foregoing amount was awarded for three months, terminating the 31st 
of October, at the rate of 10s. 6d. per diem, with the understanding tliat 
Bucli payment should exempt the Board from any claim on our part for 

future services. . , , „ , • i ■ 1 

We bef to say that we inemoralized the Board, m which we were 
joined by°tlie other Dispensary Medical Officers, to take into consideration 
the fact that, for two months subsequent to the 31st of October the cholera 
was not only prevalent in our districts, but also throughout the city and 
its environs, as may be perceived from our own and the Registrar- 
General’s returns, the number of cases of cholera and of cases premonitory 
of that disease, attended from our two dispensaries (Kus. 2 and 3), during 

that period having been respectively 106 and 8W. ^ , , 

We also drew the attention of the Board to our being obliged to devote 
an additional hour, each day, both at the dispens-aries and at our private 
residences, to attendance on cholera and on cases premonitory of it, 
and to our still further being required to attend such cases at all times 
without the usual formality of tickets. We therefore expressed a hope 
that the Board would consequently award us remuneration, at the same 
rate, IQs. 6d. per diem, as for the first three months for our subsequent 

services. „ , . , . 

The only reply we received from the Board to our memorial was, that 
if we did not receive the cheques offered and give receipts, pursuant to 
the first resolution, the cheques would be cancelled. We tendered formal 
receipts for the £47 15s., adding at the same time that such receipts 
should be without prejudice to our claim for the extra services rendered 
by us since the 31st of October, thus avoiding any appearance on our part 
of discourtesy to the Board by declining to receive the cheques as a 
final settlement of our claims. Our receipts not being accepted, we 
declined to take the olieques on the rer^uired condition until we appealed 
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to yon, trnsting that you would award us an adequate amount of rum. 
Deration for our serrices during the entire period of the epidemic 
We also enclose you a copy of the resolution of the Board of Suard;,„.

By the 65tli section of the Sanitary Act, 1866, the Guardians are 
empowered to determine, subject to the approval of the Commissioners, the 
amount of remuneration to be awarded for extra medical services, per- 
ornmd under ihe directions and regulations of the Commissioners; and 
the Oommissioners are empowered, if they shall not approve the amount 
etermmed by the Guardians, to fix the remuneration by order under 
seal, proportioned to the nature and extent of the services.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland have had before them the Minutes of Proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians of North Dublin Union, on the 27th ultimo, relating to the 
amount of remuneration to be allowed to the Medical Officers of the North 
City Dispensary District for the extra duty performed by them, re- 
spectively, during the prevalence of cholera and diarrbma in the district; 
and in reference to the resolution — that theBoard consider the original sum 
of £47 15$. a sufficient remuneration for the Medical Officers of the North 
Dublin Union Dispensary Districts — the Commissioners have to observe, 
in the first place, that the Guardians have awarded the same amount 
to the Medical Officers of the Dispensary District as to the Dispensary 
Apothecaries. There appears, however, to be at least this ground of dis- 
tinction between these two classes of officers, that the private practice of 
the Medical Officers, as physicians and surgeons, must have been most 
seriously interfered with by the extra service rendered by them under 
the Cholera Order. 

The Commissioners, therefore, while they oppose no objection to the 
amount awarded to the Apothecaries, are not prepared to approve the 
same amount as a sufficient remuneration for the extra service given by 
the Medical Officers. 

They are ready, however, in the latter case to accept the basis of half- 
a-guinea per diem proposed by the Guardians in addition to the regular 
salary ; but they think the period should not be limited, as it has been 
by the Guardians, to three months, but should be extended to the whole 
time during which cholera or choleraic diarrhcea was exceptionally 
treated in the district, and this they understand from the returns involves 
a period of about five months. 

Experience has now rendered it nearly certain, that the epidemic of 
cholera cannot be considered to have ended until choleraic diarrhcea has 
also ceased to exist as an epidemic. 

The necessity therefore for attendance, without tieJeet, on all cases of 
looseness of the bowels, must be considered as continuing until the dis- 
appearance of epidemic diarrhcea, and the extra remuneration, directed 
by Article IV. of the Cholera Order, should therefore apply to the whole 
of that period. 

The Commissioners req^uest therefore the attention of the Guardians to 
this view of the matter, and trust they will concur with them in the 
propriety of extending the payment of half-a-guinea per diem to the Dis- 
pensary Medical Officers to a period of five instead of three months.

By the 4th article of that Order it is provided that the Medical Officers 
shall receive extra remuneration for such services according to the nature 
and extent thereof. 

The Guardians in awarding an extra payment to these gentlemen, ot 
half-a-guinea a day, have limited the period to three months, which would 
thus terminate in November, altbougli cholera continued to exist on the 
north side of the city until the end of the year. The Sealed Order, a 
copy of which is herewith forwarded, is based upon a period ot 128 days 
at 10s. 6d. per day, resulting in a sum of £6J 4s. to each officer. 

The inquiry proposed by the Guardians into the relative amount of

To the Guardians of the Poor of the North Dublin Union; and to ail 
persons whom it may concern : 

Wheheas, under the provisions of “The Sanitary Act, 1866,’ it is among 
other things enacted, as follows, that is to say : ^ 

“LXV. In Ireland, whenever in compliance with any direction or 
regulation of the Poor Law Commissioners which they may be 
empowered to make under the Laws for the time being as to the 
public health, any Medical Officer of a Union or Dispensary Dis- 
trict, or any other Medical Practitioner specially employed by the 
Guardians for the purpose, shall perform any extra Medical Service 
in any Union or part of a Union, it shall be lawful for the Guardians 
of the Union to determine, subject to the approval of the said Com- 
missioners, and if they shall not approve the amount determined 
by the Guardians, for the said Commissioners to fix by order 
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tinder tlieir seal, such remuneration, proportioned to the nature and 
extent of such services as aforesaid, as to them shall appear just 
and reasonable ; and the amount of such remuneration shall be 
paid to such Medical OfBcer or Medical Practitioner by the 
Guardians of the Union out of the rates raised for the Relief of the 
Poor, and shall be charged either to the Union at large, or to such 
part or parts of the Union, according to the nature of the case, as

And ■whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, we, the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland did issue regu- 
lations hearing date the Twenty-fifth day of August, 1866, to carry the 
provisions of the said Act into effect in the several Unions throughout 
Ireland, including the North Dublin Union : 

And whereas, in the said regulations, we did among other things direct 
as follows, that is to say : 

^*IV. The Medical Officers of the several Dispensary Districts shall 
be Medical Officers for the treatment of patients afflicted by or 
threatened with cholera within such districts respectively, and 
shall receive extra remuneration for such services, in proportion to 
the nature and extent thereof : 

“V. Every such Medical Officer shall give immediate attendance and 
medicine to all persons within his district complaining of diarrhcea, 
looseness of bowels, or cholera, who may apply to him, either in 
person or otherwise, for advice or assistance, without requiring 
the production by such person of a ticket for medical relief or 
attendance ; and shall give daily attendance at the dispensary of 
the district at such hours as the committee shall direct 
And whereas cholera prevailed in the North City Dispensary District 
of North Dublin Union, and the said extra services under the said regu- 
lations -were performed by John R. Ferguson, Robert Cryan, Gerald 
Osbrey, John P. Nowlan, Henry Curran, and Albert 0. Speedy, Esquires, 
the Medical Officers of the said Dispensary District : 

And whereas the Guardians of the said Union have determined the 
amount of remuneration to be paid for the extra services under the said 
regulations of each of the above-named Medical Officers, and have fixed 
it at the sum of Forty-seven pounds and fifteen shillings : 

And whereas we consider the amount of remuneration determined by 
the said Guardians to be insufficient, and do not approve the same : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the authority giveu to us under the pro- 
•^isions of the said Act, we do hereby determine the amount of remuner- 
ation for the extra medical service under the said regulations, of each of 
the Medical Officers hereinbefore named, to be the sum of Sixty-seven 
pounds and four shillings, which we deem to be just and reasonable : 

And we do hereby direct that the amount of remuneration so fixed shall 
in each case be charged to the North City Electoral Division of the said 
Union, which Electoral Division constitutes the entire Dispensary Dis- 
trict.
